Part  I 

Chapter  I. 

A.— METEOROLOGY. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  month  of  May  was  the  widespread 
thundersqualls  which  swept  over  the  province  causing  considerable 
damage  to  life  and  property.  But  the  monsoon  did  not  actually  break 
until  towards  the  second  week  of  the  next  month.  In  August,  the 
Padma  was  in  high  flood  and  considerable  damage  was  done  to  pro¬ 
perty  in  Rajshahi  and  in  the  surrounding  districts  of  North  Bengal. 
After  a  heavy  downpour  in  East  Bengal  during  the  first  week  of 
October,  there  was  a  lull  in  the  monsoon’s  activity  which  revived  tem¬ 
porarily  during  the  middle  of  the  month.  The  monsoon  withdrew 
from  this  province  after  this  rainy  spell.  As  a  whole,  the  rainfall  was 
in  slight  excess  in  the  Indian  States,  practically  normal  in  the  Baj- 
shahi,  Dacca  and  Chittagong  Divisions  and  in  slight  defect  in  the 
Presidency  and  Burdwan  Divisions.  The  table  below  will  indicate 
the  variations  in  this  year’s  monsoon  rainfall  (May — October') .

B.— AGRICULTURAL  AND  ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS. 

2.  Except  in  parts  of  West  Bengal,  the  harvest  of  winter  rice  was, 
on  the  whole,  satisfactory  and  that  of  autumn  rice  fair.  The  prices  of 
staple  food-grains  remained  generally  a  little  higher  than  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  but  there  was  no  improvement  in  the  price  of  jute  owing 
to  the  large  surplus  still  held  by  the  consumers. 


The  pecuniary  condition  of  the  agricultural  population  continued 
to  he  unsatisfactory  owing  to  the  continued  lower  prices  of  agricul¬ 
tural  produce,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  rural  indebtedness.  The 
slight  rise  in  the  prices  of  food  stubs  did  not  produce  any  appreciable 
result.  With  a  view  to  improve  the  situation,  vigorous  propaganda 
was  made  to  restrict  the  cultivation  of  jute  by  substituting  other  kharif 
crops.  Partial  failure  of  rice  crops  as  a  result  of  drought  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  distress  in  parts  of  Murshidabad,  Birbhum  and  Bankura 
where  relief  works  were  opened.  There  was  no  noticeable  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  wages  of  agricultural  labourers.

Calculated  on  the  “natural  increase”  method,  the  estimated  mid 
population  for  the  year  1933  is  50,602,842  and  50,837,178  for  the  year 
1934,  the  birth  and  death  rates  per  mille  being  28-8  and  23  T,  res¬ 
pectively,  as  against  29  3  and  23*6  calculated  on  the  census  population 

of  1931. 

4.  The  provincial  birth  and  death  rates. — Calculated  on  the  census 
of  1931,  the  provincial  birth  rate  for  1934  is  29-3  per  mille  and  the 
death  rate  is  23*6  per  mille  as  against  29  5  and  24’0,  respectively,  in 
1933.  Contrary  to  the  previous  year,  the  birth  and  the  death  rates  of 
1934  both  showed  a  decrease,  the  former  by  -68  per  cent,  and  the  latter 
by  1*7  per  cent.  Against  the  quinquennial  average  of  27-2  birth  rate 
and  219  death  rate  per  mille,  both  the  birth  and  death  rates  of  1934 
showed  an  increase  of  7*7  per  cent.  each.

As  in  the  previous  year,  Bengal  recorded  the  lowest  birth  rate  but 
her  death  rate  was  lower  than  that  of  all  other  provinces  excepting 
Assam,  Burma  and  North-West  Frontier  Province.  The  rate  of 
natural  increase  was  5-7  compared  with  5  5  per  mille  in  1933.  The 
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infant  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  that  of  Madras,  Central  Provinces 
and  Burma  hut  higher  than  that  of  all  other  provinces.  The  provin¬ 
cial  rate  of  infant  mortality  which  had  showed  an  alarming  rise  in 
1933  was  reduced  by  5  4  per  cent,  in  1934. 


6.  Natural  increase  of  population  in  Bengal. — There  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  287,633  births  over  deaths  in  the  province  in  1934  against  an 
increase  of  276,059  births  over  deaths  in  1933.  With  the  exception  of 
Calcutta,  Bogra  and  Birbhum,  all  the  other  districts  shared  in  the 
increase  in  varying  proportions:  —

In  Tippera,  Mymensingh,  Dacca,  Bakarganj,  Chittagong,  Khulna, 
Nadia  and  Faridpur,  the  increase  during  1934  was  greater  than  that 
in  1933.  In  sixteen  other  districts  the  rate  of  natural  increase  was 
less  during  1934  than  in  1933.  Although  by  a  small  rate,  Jessore 
seems  to  have  reversed  in  1934  its  course  of  deterioration  from  1927  in 
showing  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births.  The  remaining  three  dis¬ 
tricts,  Calcutta,  Bogra  and  Birbhum  showed  an  excess  of  deaths  over 
births.

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7.  Decadent  areas. — The  following  statement  shows  the  decadent 
area  in  each  district  of  Bengal  during  the  year  1934  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  It  will  appear  that  ten  districts  showed  improve¬ 
ment  and  in  twelve  retrogression  in  their  decadent  areas  during  the 
year  under  report.  In  the  Howrah  and  Bakarganj  districts,  the  posi¬ 
tion  was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  In  Dacca  and  Tippera, 
there  was  no  decadent  area.  The  worst  decadence  in  1934  was  noted 
in  Birbhum  in  the  Burdwan  Division,  Jessore  in  the  Presidency  Divi¬ 
sion,  Bogra,  in  the  Rajshahi  Division  and  Faridpur  in  the  Dacca 
Division  :  —

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8.  Registration  and  verification  of  vital  events. — The  system  of 
registration,  collection  and  transmission  of  vital  statistics  still  conti¬ 
nued  to  work  unsatisfactorily  as  far  as  the  district  returns  were  con¬ 
cerned.  In  spite  of  the  best  endeavour  of  the  Bengal  Public  Health 
Department,  no  definite  improvement  could  be  effected  in  the  system, 
with  the  result  that  the  delay  in  their  receipt  within  the  prescribed 
time  caused  corresponding  delay  in  the  submission  of  the  provincial 
returns  based  on  them.  The  experiments  with  an  alternative  system 
and  another  with  simple  forms  for  the  submission  of  monthly  returns 
of  union  boards  were  continued  in  the  districts  of  Birblium  and  Pabna 
and  Bankura,  respectively.  The  results  of  both  the  experiments 
having  been  found  satisfactory,  the  district  boards  concerned  were 
allowed  to  continue  them  for  another  year. 

The  table  below  shows  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths  within 
railway  limits.  During  the  year  under  report,  altogether  456  births 
and  310  deaths  were  registered  within  railway  areas  against  440  and 
284,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year:  —

Altogether  745  persons  were  prosecuted  in  Bengal  for  not  reporting 
^ital  occurrences  to  the  local  registrars,  of  which  552  ended  in  con¬ 
viction,  63  in  acquittal,  58  cases  were  struck  off  or  withdrawn  and  72 
were  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Each  of  the  municipalities  of 
Chittagong,  Dacca  and  Rangpur  instituted  more  than  20  prosecutions. 
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In  the  rural  areas,  such  prosecutions  exceeded  in  the  Sadar  subdivi¬ 
sions  of  Midnapur  and  24-Parganas,  in  Barrackpur,  Barasat  and 
Basirhat  subdivisions  of  the  24-Parganas  district,  in  the  Kuslitia  sub¬ 
division  of  the  Nadia  district,  in  the  Jamalpur  subdivision  of  the 
Mymensingh  district,  in  the  Goalundo  subdivision  of  the  Faridpur  dis¬ 
trict  and  in  the  Sadar  subdivisions  of  the  Bakarganj  and  Chittagong 
districts.  The  following  statement  shows  the  verification  of  vital  occur¬

6*74  per  cent,  of  omissions  to  the  total  cases  of  births  examined  and 
4  67  per  cent,  of  those  of  deaths  were  detected  during  the  year  under 
report.  The  highest  percentage  of  omissions  in  birth  registration 
(18-14)  was  reported  from  the  Midnapur  district,  while  that  in  death 
registration  (14-48)  was  reported  from  the  Noakhali  district.  No  re¬ 
port  was  received  from  the  Bajshalii  district.  The  same  district  failed 
also  in  1933  in  supplying  this  information. 
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BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATES. 

9.  Provincial  births  and  birth  rates. — Excluding  still  births,  the 
number  of  children  born  during  the  year  1934  was  759,722  males  and 
704,798  females  or  a  total  of  1,464,520  against  764,203,  709,741  and 
1,473,944,  respectively,  in  1933.  The  birth  rate  was  29-3  per  mille  of 
population  in  1934  against  29*5  in  1933.  Thus,  during  1934,  the  birth 
rate  showed  a  decrease  of  -2  per  mille  of  population  as  compared  with 
1933.  The  birth  rate  was  27  2  per  mille  in  the  previous  quinquennium. 
The  proportion  of  male  and  female  births  in  1934  and  1933  was  the 
same,  i.e.,  107  male  births  for  every  100  females. 

10.  District  births  and  birth  rates. — The  lowest  birth  rate  for  1934 
was  reported  from  Bogra,  i.e.,  21T  per  mille.  Calcutta,  with  a  birth 
rate  of  21-5  per  mille,  comes  next.  Both  Bogra  and  Calcutta  register¬ 
ed  higher  birth  rates  of  24-8  and  21*7,  respectively,  in  1933.  Compared 
with  the  previous  year,  the  districts  of  Jalpaiguri,  Bankura,  Faridpur, 
Chittagong,  Khulna,  Dacca,  Bakarganj  Howrah,  Mymensingh,  Jessore, 
24-Parganas  and  Tippera  registered  higher  birth  rates  in  1934,  where¬ 
as  in  the  14  other  districts  the  birth  rates  were  lower.  In  the  Dinajpur 
district,  the  birth  rate  was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The 
highest  birth  rate  was  returned  from  the  Darjeeling  district  being  37  4 
per  mille,  Jalpaiguri  district  coming  next  with  35-7  per  mille.  As 
compared  with  the  provincial  birth  rate  (29-3),  fourteen  districts  showed 
a  higher  birth  rate.  Compared  with  the  previous  decennium,  the  birth 
rates  for  1934  were  lower  in  7  districts.

11.  Births  and  birth  rates  in  municipalities. — The  aggregate  birth 
rate  in  towns  in  1934  was  20-8  per  mille  against  21*3  in  1933,  showing 
a  decrease  of  2*3  per  cent,  over  1933.  Eight  towns  returned  birth 
rates  above  the  provincial  average  (29  3) ;  one  municipality  (Darjee¬ 
ling)  registered  birth  rate  between  40  and  50 ;  six  municipalities 
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between  30  and  40;  39  municipalities  between  20  and  30;  62  munici¬ 
palities  between  10  and  20  and  10  municipalities  below  10.  These  are

12.  Births  and  birth  rates  in  rural  areas. — The  aggregate  birth  rate 
in  rural  areas  in  1934  was  30  0  against  301  in  1933,  i.e.,  '33  per  cent, 
lower  than  that  in  the  previous  year.  In  302  registering  circles  it  was 
higher  than  the  provincial  average.  Classifying  the  birth  rates  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  registering  circles,  32  returned  rates  above  40  (Sukhia  Pakhri 
in  the  Darjeeling  district  showed  the  highest  rate  61  4,  Boalia  in  the 
Kajsh&hi  district  with  501  coming  next).  Two  hundred  and  seventy 
circles  showed  rates  between  30  and  40,  222  between  20  and  30  and  31 
between  10  and  20  per  mille. 

13.  Births  and  birth  rates  according  to  chief  communities. — The 

following  statement  will  indicate  the  total  number  of  the  provincial 
births  in  1934,  according  to  the  chief  communities,  including  the 
“Other  classes”,  who  showed  a  birth  rate  of  74*9  per  mille  as  against 
81  -5  in  1933.  The  Mussalmans  recorded  the  next  higher  birth  rate  (29*4) 
against  28-5  in  1934,  while  the  Christians  showed  the  lowest  birth  rate 
(20  4)  against  20-0  in  1933:  —

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DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATES. 

16.  Provincial  deaths  and  death  rates. — During  the  year  1934, 
1,176,887  deaths  were  registered  in  the  province,  yielding  a  death  rate 
of  23  6  per  mille  from  all  causes.  The  corresponding  figure  for  the 
year  1933  is  1,197,885  or  24  0  per  mille  and  21*9  during  the  previous 
quinquennium.  The  death  rate  of  1934  showed  a  decrease  of  T7  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  that  of  1933.  It  increased  by  7*8  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  quinquennium.  610,731  males  and  566,156 
females  died  during  the  year  as  against  613,770  males  and  584,115 
females  during  1933.  One  hundred  and  seven  males  died  to  every 
100  females.  The  death  rate  from  various  causes  is  shown  below  :  —

17.  Seasonal  incidence  of  mortality. — The  highest  rate  of  mortality 
per  month,  i.e.,  2*6  per  mille,  was  registered  in  December  1934.  The 
lowest  rate,  i.e.,  1*4  per  mille,  was  recorded  in  June.  The  death  rates 
in  1934  were  higher  than  the  decennial  average  in  all  months  except 
June,  November  and  December.  In  November,  the  rate  was  the  same. 
In  June  and  December,  there  was  a  slight  reduction  in  comparison 
with  the  decennial  average.  Compared  with  1933,  the  death  rates 
showed  increase  in  months  from  January  to  May.  It  was  stationary 
in  Atigust  and  September.  In  June,  July,  October,  November  and 
December,  there  was  comparative  reduction.

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18.  District  deaths  and  death  rates. — Thirteen  districts  returned 
death  rates  above  the  provincial  average  which  was  23-6  per  mille  in 
1934.  Birbhnm,  with  a  death  rate  of  33*2,  topped  the  list,  while  24- 
Parganas,  with  18-3  per  mille,  showed  the  lowest  death  rate.  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  decennium,  18 
districts  showed  an  increase.  In  one  district,  the  rate  was  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year.  In  the  remaining  8  districts,  there  was  a 
decrease.  Compared  with  1933,  the  death  rate  showed  an  increase  in 
15  and  decrease  in  12  districts.

19.  Deaths  and  death  rates  in  towns. — 72,800  deaths,  with  an 
aggregate  death  rate  of  20  7  per  mille,  were  registered  in  the  towns 
of  Bengal  in  1934  against  72,540  deaths,  with  a  rate  of  20  6  per  mille, 
in  1933,  showing  an  icrease  of  260  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  and 
*48  per  cent,  in  the  death  rate.  The  rate  increased  by  5  6  per  cent, 
compared  with  the  previous  quinquennium.  Ten,  out  of  the  118 
towns,  returned  death  rates  above  the  provincial  average,  Nabadwip, 
with  32-8  per  mille,  heading  the  list.  Five  towns,  viz.,  Kalna, 
Ohandrakona,  Howrah,  Nabadwip  and  Darjeeling,  returned  death  rates 
between  30  and  40  per  mille,  24  towns  between  20  and  30  and  67  towns 
between  10  and  2-0.  The  following  22  towns  recorded  absurd  death 
rates  :  —

The  above  statement  shows  that  there  has  been  practically  no  im¬ 
provement  in  the  registration  of  deaths  in  any  of  these  towns.  This 
work  has  deteriorated  in  the  towns  of  Noakhali  and  Gauripur,  while 
the  figure  (8*2)  received  from  Nalchiti  was  same  as  in  1932. 

20.  Deaths  and  death  rates  in  rural  areas. — In  1934,  the  rural  areas 
in  the  province  returned  1,104,087  deaths  and  an  aggregate  death  rate 
of  23-8  per  mille,  compared  with  a  total  of  1,125,345  deaths  and  a 
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death  rate  of  24-3  per  mille  in  1933.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  21,258 
in  the  total  number  of  deaths  and  2T  per  cent,  in  the  death  rate. 
Compared  with  the  mean  of  the  previous  five  years,  the  rate  increased 
by  7*7  per  cent.  In  308  circles,  the  death  rates  were  higher  than  the 
provincial  average.  Seven  circles  returned  death  rates  above  40  per 
mille,  the  highest  (49-6)  being  in  Kharibari  in  the  Darjeeling  district. 
One  hundred  and  eleven  circles  returned  rates  between  30  and  40,  304 
circles  between  20  and  30  and  133  between  10  and  20.  No  rate  below 
10  per  mille  was  registered  in  any  district. 

21.  Comparison  of  death  rates  in  towns  with  those  in  rural  areas. — 

In  the  rural  areas,  the  death  rates  in  respect  of  small-pox,  dysentery 
and  diarrhoea,  respiratory  diseases,  injuries  and  other  causes  were  less 
than  those  in  the  urban  areas  and  were  higher  in  cholera  and  fevers. 
The  total  death  rate  in  the  rural  areas  was,  however,  higher  than  that 
in  the  urban  areas  owing  to  the  higher  prevalence  of  fevers  in  the

22.  Death  rates  in  Calcutta  compared  with  those  in  the  rural  and 
other  urban  areas  of  Bengal. — In  fever  only,  the  Calcutta  death  rate 
was  lower  in  1934  in  comparison  with  the  rural  areas  and  other  urban 
areas  of  Bengal.  Calcutta  showed  higher  figures  than  those  in  the 
previous  years  in  dysentery  and  diarrhoea  and  respiratory  diseases.

23.  Deaths  from  maternal  causes. — 13,092  deaths  from  maternal 
causes  were  registered  in  the  province  in  1934,  compared  with  14,228 
deaths  in  1933.  Of  the  total  deaths  under  this  head  in  1934,  656  were 
returned  from  the  towns  and  the  rest  from  the  rural  areas.  The  pro¬ 
vincial  death  rate  was  9-3  per  1,000  births  against  9-6  in  1933.  There 
was  a  decrease  of  2-5,  10T  and  8T  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  the 
Burdwan,  Dacca  and  Chittagong  Divisions  but  an  increase  of  5T  per 
cent,  in  the  Rajshahi  Division,  while  it  remained  unchanged  in  the 
Presidency  Division.

24.  Mortality  according  to  sex.— 610,731  males  and  566,156 
females  died  in  1934  against  613,770  males  and  584,115  females  in  the 
previous  year,  with  a  death  rate  of  23-5  for  males  and  23  6  for  females, 
as  against  23  7  for  males  and  24-4  for  females  in  1933.  There  was, 
therefore,  a  decrease  of  -8  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  male  deaths  and  3  4 
per  cent,  in  female  deaths  in  1934.  Compared  with  the  average  of 
previous  quinquennium,  the  increase  was  7-3  per  cent,  for  males  and 
7-7  per  cent,  for  females.  The  female  death  rate  exceeded  that  for 
the  males  in  13  out  of  the  27  districts  in  the  province.  As  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  the  highest  rate  for  male  deaths  (33T  per  mille)  was  re¬ 
turned  from  the  Birl^hum  district  and  that  for  females  (39*4  per  mille) 
from  Calcutta.

25.  Mortality  according  to  chief  communities. — 650,705  Mussal- 
mans,  490,383  Hindus,  2,603  Christians,  3,339  Buddhists  and  29,857 
other  classes  died  during  1934.  The  death  rate  for  Mussalmans  being 
23-7  per  mille,  for  Hindus  22  8,  for  Christians  14*5,  for  Buddhists  20*8 
and  for  other  classes  55*5  per  mille.

26.  Mortality  according  to  age. — The  death  rate  for  every  age 
period,  excepting  that  in  60  years  and  above,  decreased  in  1934  in 
comparison  with  that  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  stationary  in 
periods  from  1  to  5  years  and  30  to  40  years.  In  the  age  periods  from 
5  to  10  and  10  to  15  years,  the  decrease  was  very  slight  and  amounted

— 277,194  infants  under  one  year*, 
of  whom  148,592  were  males  and  128,602  females,  died  in  1934. 
During  1933,  294,975  infants  under  one  year  died,  of  whom  156,254 
were  males  and  138,721  females.

Cholera. 

30.  General  prevalence. — Cholera  took  a  toll  of  50,742  lives  from 
Bengal  in  1934,  against  29,242  in  1933.  The  death  rate  from  this 
disease  in  1934  was  1*0  per  mille  against  -6  per  mille  in  the  previous 
year,  showing  an  increase  of  66-7  per  cent.

It  was  9*1  per  cent,  less  tlian  the  average  of  the  previous  quinquen¬ 
nium  (1*1).  4-3  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  deaths  in  1934  was 

due  to  cholera.  Reports  of  cholera  deaths  were  received  from  602  out 
of  673  circles  of  registration  and  from  10,436  out  of  86,360  villages  in 
the  province,  against  527  out  of  672  circles  and  7,897  out  of  86,360 
villages,  respectively,  in  the  previous  year. 

31.  Seasonal  incidence. — In  January  1934,  there  were  1,912  deaths 
from  cholera.  The  mortality  rose  up  to  6,473  in  April.  It  lowered 
down  to  919  in  September.  From  October  it  flared  up  again  till  it  rose 
to  its  maximum  (11,702)  in  December.  Compared  with  1933,  the  death 
rates  from  cholera  were  lower  from  January  to  April,  but  higher  in 
all  the  remaining  months.  Compared  with  the  previous  decennium, 
the  death  rates  were  higher  in  July  and  December,  but  lower  in  all 
other  months,  except  in  June  and  November  in  which  the  annual  rate 
was  the  same  as  the  decennium.

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32.  Cholera  deaths  and  death  rates  in  districts. — Eleven  districts 
returned  rates  above  the  provincial  average  (1*0)  of  the  cholera  morta¬ 
lity.  Faridpur,  with  its  rate  of  2-3  per  mille,  topped  the  list,  followed 
by  Bakarganj  (2*2)  and  Murshidabad  (2T).  Eight  other  districts  re¬ 
ported  rates  varying  between  IT  and  1*7  per  mille.  Excepting 
Darjeeling,  which  was  free  from  cholera  in  1934,  the  remaining  15 
districts  reported  cholera  death  rates  below  the  provincial  average. 
Compared  with  1933,  all  the  districts  reported  increased  cholera  morta¬ 
lity  in  1934,  except  in  Dacca  and  Tippera  in  which  the  decrease  was 
only  slight.  In  Jessore,  Chittagong  and  Jalpaiguri,  the  rate  was 
stationary.  Compared  with  the  previous  decennium,  the  death  rates 
from  cholera  showed  an  increase  in  the  Faridpur,  Bakarganj,  Murshida¬ 
bad  and  Birbhum  districts.  While  in  all  other  districts,  the  rate  was 
lower  than  the  decennial  average,  except  Bankura  in  which  it  was  the 
same.

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33.  Cholera  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — 3,196  deaths  from  cholera 
occurred  in  the  towns  and  47,546  in  the  rural  areas  of  Bengal  in  1934, 
yielding  death  rates  of  -9  and  1*0  per  mille,  respectively,  against  *6 
per  mille  for  each  of  those  areas  in  1933.  Both  the  town  and  the  rural 
rates  were,  therefore,  higher  by  50  and  66*6  per  cent.,  respectively, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Thirty-five  towns  returned  cholera 
death  rates  above  the  urban  average  (-9).  The  highest  death  rate  (4  8 
per  mille)  was  registered  at  Dhulian.  Two  towns  recorded  death  rates 
between  3  and  4,  seven  towns  between  2  and  3,  twenty-five  towns 
between  1  and  2  and  69  towns  below  one  per  mille,  while  no  death  from 
cholera  occurred  in  14  towns. 
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34.  Preventive  measures. — The  following1  anti-cholera  measures 
were  adopted:  — 

(a)  Inoculation. — 2,442,620  cubic  centimetres  of  anti-cholera 
vaccine  were  issued  in  1934  against  1,232,530  cubic  centimetres  in  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  of  inoculations  performed  was 
2,106,269  against  1,036,643  in  1933.  The  subjoined  table  shows  the 
number  of  inoculations  performed  in  the  various  districts,  and  the 
cholera  deaths  for  1934,  as  compared  with  those  in  1933.

Small-pox. 

35.  General  prevalence. — 8,296  deaths  were  due  to  small-pox  in  the 
province  in  1934  against  15,426  in  1933,  yielding  a  death  rate  of  -2  per 
mille  against  -3  in  1933  and  -3  the  mean  of  the  previous  five  years. 
There  was,  therefore,  33  3  per  cent,  reduction  in  small-pox  mortality  in 
1934  compared  with  the  previous  year  as  well  as  the  previous  quin¬ 
quennium.  Small-pox  accounted  for  *7  per  cent,  of  the  total  provin¬ 
cial  mortality  against  1-3  per  cent,  in  1933.  Four  hundrend  and 
forty-four  registration  circles  and  2,265  villages  were  affected  with 
small-pox  in  1934  compared  with  502  circles  and  4,389  villages  in  1933. 
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36.  Seasonal  incidence. — With  806  deaths  in  January  1934,  small¬ 
pox  was  on  steady  rise  till  it  rose  to  its  maximum  (1,597)  in  April. 
From  May,  it  tended  to  decline  reaching  its  lowest  in  October.  In 
November,  the  mortality  was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  month.  From 
December,  it  again  began  to  rise.  The  highest  mortality  rate  (3-2  per 
100,000)  occurred  in  April  and  the  lowest  (0-2  per  100,000)  in  Septem¬ 
ber  to  November.  Compared  wTith  1933  and  the  previous  decennium, 
the  death  rate  in  1934  was  lower  in  every  month,  showing  an  unusually 
abrupt  descend  from  its  cyclic  course.

37.  Small-pox  in  districts.-  -Six  districts  sliowed  death  rates  above 
the  provincial  average  for  small-pox  (-2  per  mille).  In  1934,  as  in  the 
previous  year,  Calcutta  was  the  w^orst  sufferer .  Its  death  rate  (-9  per 
mille)  wras,  however,  lower  than  that  of  the  previous  year  and  also  of 
the  preceding  decade.  Chittagong  and  Bakarganj,  with  -01  per 
mille  each,  were  the  least  affected  districts.  The  position,  as  a  whole, 
reversed  in  1934,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  as  there  were  only 
4  districts  in  which  the  disease  showed  increase,  while  in  21  others  it 
was  lower,  the  death  rates  having  been  stationary  in  Dinajpur  and 
Tippera.

38.  Small-pox  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — 1,498  deaths  from  small¬ 
pox  were  registered  in  the  towns  and  6,798  in  the  rural  areas  of  Bengal 
in- 1934  against  5,498  and  9,928,  respectively,  in  1933.  The  respective 
death  rates  were  *4  and  T  per  mille  against  1-6  and  2  in  1933,  showing 
a  decrease  of  75  per  cent,  in  towns  and  50  per  cent,  in  the  rural  areas. 
This  phenomenal  decrease  in  the  urban  mortality  from  small-pox  was 
mainly  due  to  the  disease  having  been  practically  absent  in  1934  in  all 
other  towns  of  Bengal  excepting  Calcutta.  In  the  former  numbering 
117,  only  424  deaths  occurred,  while  Calcutta  alone  was  responsible 
for  1,074  deaths  or  7T7  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  in  all  the  towns  in 
Bengal.  Nine  towns  recorded  death  rates  higher  than  the  urban 
average,  the  chief  of  these  being  Serampur  (1*2),  Baranagar  (1*1)  and 
Netrakona  (1*0).  Sixty-four  towns  recorded  rates  below  1  per  mille, 
while  no  death  from  small-pox  occurred  in  51  towns.  The  table  below 
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will  indicate  that,  excluding  Calcutta,  the  Burdwan  and  Chittagong 
were  respectively  the  worst  and  the  least  affected  divisions  in  1934  in 
the  province :  —

39.  Deaths  from  small-pox  among  infants  below  one  year  and 
children  between  one  and  ten  years  of  age. — 377  infants  below  one  year 
and  966  children  between  one  and  ten  years  of  age  died  in  1934 
from  small-pox  against  808  and  915,  respectively,  in  1933,  showing  a 
decrease  of  431  in  the  former  and  an  increase  of  51  in  the  latter.  4-5 
per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  small-pox  mortality  occurred  among  the 
infants  and  11*6  per  cent,  among  the  children  in  1934  against  5  2  and 
5*9  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  1933.

The  percentage  of  small-pox  deaths 

among  infants 

to  total  increased 

in  1934  in  10  districts,  the  biggest  rise  being  in  Pabna.  Thirteen  dis¬ 
tricts  reported  no  death  from  small-pox  among  infants.  As  regards 
children  between  1  and  10  years  of  age,  11  districts  showed  an  increase 
in  the  percentage  of  small-pox  deaths  during  the  year.  As  in  the  case 
of  the  infants,  Pabna  recorded  the  highest  percentage  of  deaths  among 
children  also  (40-4)  against  no  such  death  in  1933.

42.  In  Bengal,  only  one  death  from  plague  occurred  in  the  town 
of  Howrah  in  April  1934. 

Fevers. 

43.  General  prevalence. — There  were  764,492  deaths  from  fever  in 
Bengal  in  1934,  with  a  death  rate  of  15  3  per  mille,  against  812,393 
deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  16-3  per  mille  in  1933  and  14-6  per  mille 
during  the  last  quinquennium.  The  fever  death  rate  during  1934  thus 
decreased  by  61  per  cent.,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  hut  showed 
still  an  increase  of  4*8  per  cent,  over  the  last  quinquennial  average. 
Compared  with  1933,  there  was  a  general  decrease  of  death  rate  from 
all  kinds  of  fevers  in  1934,  except  kala-azar,  in  which  there  was  an 
increase  of  74  per  cent.  Fevers  accounted  for  64-9  per  cent,  of  the 
total  provincial  mortality  against  67-8  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year.

Districts  showing  increase  in  Fever 
Mortality  in  1934  over  Ten  year  average. 
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46.  Fever  mortality  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — 14,615  deaths  from 
fever  were  returned  from  towns  and  749,877  deaths  from  the  rural 
areas  in  1934,  showing  death  rates  of  4*2  and  16  2  per  mille,  respectively. 
The  corresponding  number  of  fever  deaths  during  1933  were  15,342 
and  797,051,  with  death  rates  of  44  and  17-2  per  mille,  respectively. 
Compared  with  the  preceding  year,  the  death  rates  decreased  in  1934 
by  4-6  per  cent,  in  towns  and  5*8  per  cent,  in  the  rural  areas.  As  in 
the  previous  year,  towns  were  responsible  for  1-9  per  cent,  and  the  rural 
areas  for  98*i  per  cent,  of  the  total  fever  mortality.  Sixty -three  towns 
registered  death  rates  above  the  urban  average  (4  2).  Eleven  towns, 
headed  by  Murshidabad  (18-6),  returned  rates  above  10,  and  107  towns 
below  10  per  mille,  the  lowest  rate  being  -2  per  mille  in  Dum-Dum  this 
year  also.

Malaria. 

47.  General  prevalence. — The  deaths  from  malaria  in  1934  num¬ 
bered  387,191  with  a  death  rate  of  7-8  per  mille,  against  413,922  deaths 
with  a  death  rate  of  8'3  per  mille  in  1933.  Malaria,  like  most  other 
diseases,  in  1934,  made  a  sparing  ravage  inasmuch  as  there  was  a 
decrease  of  26,731  deaths  with  a  corresponding  fall  of  6  0  per  cent,  in 
the  death  rate.  Nonetheless,  it  claimed  506  per  cent,  of  the  total 
fever  mortality  and  32  9  of  the  total  provincial  mortality  against  50*9 
and  34  5  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  1933. 

48.  Seasonal  incidence. — The  following  diagram  showing  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  new  admissions  from  malaria  to  total  admissions  to  the 
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various  medical  institutions  in  the  province,  month  by  month,  indicates 
the  usual  course  of  malaria:  — 
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49.  Malaria  by  districts. — In  15  districts,  the  death  rate  from 
malaria  in  1934  was  above  the  provincial  average  (7-8  per  mille). 
Eleven  districts  returned  rates  above  10  per  mille,  Itajshahi,  with  a 
death  rate  of  17-8  per  mille,  topping  the  list,  followed  by  Nadia  (16-2). 
Fifteen  districts  had  rates  between  1  and  10  per  mille,  while  Calcutta, 
as  in  the  last  year,  recorded  a  rate  of  below  one  per  mille.  Compared 
with  the  previous  year,  six  districts  showed  increased  and  twenty  dis¬ 
tricts  decreased  death  rates,  while  Darjeeling  recorded  the  same  rate.

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Fever  indices  show,  however,  that  the  incidence  of  malaria  was 
highest  in  Birbhum,  although  the  death  rates  show  the  highest 
mortality  in  Bajshahi.  Compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  the 
indices  show  a  decrease  in  all  the  districts,  except  Dacca,  Bakarganj 
and  Tippera. 

50.  Malaria  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — The  towns  registered,  in 
1934,  2,815  and  the  rural  areas  384,376  malaria  deaths  with  death  rates 
of  *8  and  8'3  per  mille,  respectively,  against  3,232  and  410,690  deaths 
with  death  rates  of  -9  and  8  8  per  mille,  respectively,  for  those  areas 
in  1933.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  death  rates  in  1934, 
both  in  towns  and  rural  areas,  decreased  respectively  by  11  1  and  5-7  per 
cent.  Forty-seven  towns  returned  rates  above  the  provincial  urban 
average  for  malaria  (-8),  the  most  noticeable  rates  having  been  register¬ 
ed  in  Ebtchandpur  (14*4)  in  the  Jessore  district  and  Dhulian  (13  0)  in 
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the  Murshidabad  district.  Titagarh  having  recorded  a  death  rate  of 
•02  per  mille  and  Mymensingh  and  Comilla  -03  per  mille  each  stood 
at  the  bottom  of  the  list. 

51.  Quinine  consumption. — 8,589*1  lbs.  of  quinine  was  consumed 
in  1934,  against  13,329  4  lbs.  in  1933.  All  the  districts  of  Bengal 
showed  a  marked  reduction  in  quinine  consumption,  but  only  three 
districts  (Dacca,  Tippera  and  Bakarganj)  showed  increase  in  fever  in¬ 
dices.  As  in  the  previous  years,  Chittagong  topped  the  list  in  average 
quinine  consumption.  The  following  statement  shows  the  details  of 
quinine  consumption  in  1934  in  each  district :  —

52.  General  prevalence. — Kala-azar  accounted  for  14,763  deaths  in 
1934,  with  a  death  rate  of  -29  per  mille,  as  against  13,447  deaths  with  a 
death  rate  of  *27  per  mille  in  1933.  Six  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
deaths  were  reported  from  towns,  of  which  210  occurred  in  Calcutta 
and  14,124  in  the  rural  areas.  Compared  with  1933,  the  death  rate  in 
all  Bengal  towns  decreased  by  10  per  cent,  and  in  Calcutta  by  10*5  per 
cent.  In  rural  areas,  the  number  of  deaths  increased  by  1,366  with  a 
corresponding  increase  of  death  rate  by  11*1  per  cent.  Forty-six  towns 
returned  death  rates  above  the  provincial  urban  average  (TS  per  mille), 
the  highest  mortality  from  kala-azar  (1*7  per  mille)  having  been  re¬ 
gistered  in  Jessore.  As  in  the  previous  year,  45  towns  recorded  no 
death  from  kala-azar.  Kala-azar  was  responsible,  in  1934,  for  1*9  per 
cent,  of  fever  deaths  and  1*2  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality, 
against  1*6  and  IT  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  1933.

53.  Kala-azar  in  districts. — The  following*  table  showing  the 
number  of  new  kala-azar  cases  admitted  for  treatment  in  the  various 
districts  since  1930,  gives  a  better  idea  of  the  relative  distribution  of 
kala-azar  in  Bengal  than  afforded  by  the  mortality  figures.  It  shows 
that  the  number  of  such  cases  increased  in  15  districts  and  decreased 
in  12.  The  increase,  however,  in  the  districts  of  Burdwan,  Dacca, 
Chittagong,  Darjeeling  and  Bogra  was  phenomenal.

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54.  Enteric  fever. — Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  death 
rate  from  enteric  fever,  in  1934,  showed  a  decrease  of  13*7  per  cent,  in 
the  whole  province.  The  rate  decreased  by  15  per  cent,  in  the  rural 
areas  but  increased  by  2  per  cent,  in  the  urban  areas.  The  Calcutta 
rate  remained  the  same  as  in  the  last  year,  viz.,  0-80  per  mille.

Fifteen,  towns  returned  rates  above  the  urban  average  for  enteric 
fever  (-50  per  mille),  the  highest  being  in  Jiaganj-Azimganj  (1*8), 
followed  by  Nator  (1*4),  Howrah  (1*2)  and  Hooghly-Chinsura  (1*1). 
No  death  from  enteric  fever  was  reported  from  56  towns  during  the 
year  under  report.  1  *3  per  cent,  of  the  provincial  fever  deaths  and  *8 
per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality  wTere  due  to  enteric  fever, 
against  1  -3  and  *9  per  cent.,  respectively,  in  1933. 

55.  Measles. — The  provincial  death  rate  from  measles,  in  1934, 
was  -08  per  mille,  against  -09  in  1933,  showing  a  decrease  of  11*1  per 
cent.  Compared  with  1933,  it  decreased  by  38  *5  per  cent,  in  the  urban 
and  11-1  per  cent,  in  the  rural  areas  and  36-9  per  cent,  in  Calcutta. 
Eight  towns  returned  rates  above  the  provincial  urban  average  (-08  per 
mille),  while  no  death  from  measles  was  reported  from  75  towns. 
Measles  accounted  for,  in  1934,  *5  per  cent,  of  the  provincial  fever

57.  Other  fevers. — 346,119  deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  6-9  per 
mille  were  attributed  to  other  fevers  in  1934,  against  364,327  deaths, 
with  a  death  rate  of  7  3  per  mille,  in  1933.  Of  these,  9,124  deaths 
occurred  in  towns  and  336,995  deaths  in  rural  areas,  the  respective 
death  rates  being  2-6  and  7*3  per  mille.  There  wTas,  thus,  a  decrease, 
in  1934,  of  18,208  deaths  among  these  unclassified  fevers  in  the  province, 
the  rural  areas  showing  a  decrease  of  4-0  per  cent.,  while  the  urban 
rate  was  the  same  as  in  the  last  year. 


Dysentery  and  diarrhea. 

58.  Genera!  prevalence. — Dysentery  and  diarrhoea  accounted  for  a 
total  of  53,947  deaths  in  1934,  with  a  death  rate  of  1*1  per  mille, 
against  46,697  deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  *9  per  mille  in  1933.  The 
death  rate  thus  increased  by  22-2  per  cent.,  against  the  previous  year  rate, 
and  37*5  per  cent,  against  the  last  quinquennial  average  (-8).  Twenty- 
eight  thousand,  four  hundred  and  eight  males  and  25,539  females  died 
from  these  causes.  Taking  separately,  dysentery  accounted  for  29,674 
and  diarrhoea  24,273  deaths  in  1934,  against  25,980  and  20,717  deaths, 
respectively,  in  1933,  the  corresponding  death  rates  being  -6  and  -5  per 
mille,  against  -5  and  *4,  respectively,  in  1933.  Dysentery  anti 
diarrhoea  accounted  for  4  ‘6  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality 
against  3  9  per  cent,  in  1933.

59.  Seasonal  incidence. — These  two  diseases  do  not  seem  to  follow 
any  well  defined  seasonal  course  except  that  their  incidence  in  F  ebru- 
ary  is  comparatively  lower.  Their  fluctuations  are  not  also  wide  apart. 
In  1934,  the  lowest  mortality  from  these  diseases  was  recorded  in 
February,  from  where  it  took  an  upward  turn  till  it  reached  its  highest 
in  April.  From  May,  it  again  declined  till  it  began  to  rise  again  from 
July  and  continued  up  to  December,  with  a  slight  drop  in  October. 
Compared  with  1933,  the  number  of  deaths  was  higher  in  every  month 
in  1934. 
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60.  Dysentery  and  diarrhoea  in  districts. — (a)  Combined  dysentery 
and  diarrhoea  death  rates. — Darjeeling,  with  a  death  rate  of  3  78  per 
mille,  headed  the  list,  followed  by  Howrah  (3*48),  while  Jessore,  with 
•2  per  mille,  was  at  the  bottom,  in  1934.  Twelve  other  districts  re¬ 
gistered  death  rates  over  1  -0  and  the  rest  below  1  -0  per  mille.  Thirteen 
districts  returned  rates  above  the  provincial  average  (1*1).  Compared 
with  the  average  of  the  previous  decade,  all  the  districts,  except 
Calcutta  and  Jessore,  showed  increase  in  their  death  rates  in  1934,  the 
highest  increase  occurring  in  Darjeeling.  Compared  also  with  1933,  the 
rates  increased  in  twenty-two  districts  and  decreased  in  the  remaining 
five.

(b)  Dysentery  and  diarrhoea  death  rates  taken  separately. — As 
before,  Darjeeling  showed  the  highest  death  rate  (306 
per  mille)  from  dysentery  and  Howrah  (2*49)  from  diarrhoea 
in  1934.  So  far  as  Darjeeling  is  concerned,  the  highest  mortality  from 
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dysentery  lias  been  a  feature  for  tbe  last  three  years.  The  urban  area 
is  not,  however,  responsible  for  this  peculiarity.  As  regards  the 
highest  mortality  from  diarrhoea,  Howrah  district  has  been  conspicuous 
for  it  uniformly  for  the  last  ten  years.  Of  fhe  total  district  mortality 
of  2,741  from  diarrhoea,  the  town  of  Howrah  alone  accounted  for  685 
deaths.  As  in  the  last  year,  eleven  districts  registered  dysentery  death 
rates  higher  than  the  provincial  average  (-6  per  mille),  while  nine 
districts  showed  higher  death  rates  from  diarrhoea  than  the  provincial 
average  (-5).  Compared  with  1933,  the  death  rate  from  dysentery  in¬ 
creased  in  19  districts,  while  that  from  diarrhoea  in  21  districts.  The 
former  declined  in  five  districts  but  remained  stationary  in  three  and 
the  latter  declined  in  6  districts.

61.  Dysentery  and  diarrhoea  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — The  pro¬ 
vincial  urban  death  rate  was  2  22  per  mi'lle  in  1934  against  1-89  in  the 
previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  17*4  per  cent.  In  Calcutta,  it 
increased  by  15T  per  cent.,  while  in  the  rural  areas  it  increased  by  the 
same  percentage  as  in  Calcutta.  The  highest  death  rate  from  these  two 
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diseases  combined  was  returned  from  Ramjibanpur  (113  per  mille), 
followed  by  Khirpai  (7-5  per  mille)  both  in  the  Midnapur  district,  and 
Howrah  (6-3)  and  the  lowest  rate  with  -1  per  mille  from  Barrackpur 
in  the  24-Parganas  district.

62.  General  prevalence. — Respiratory  diseases  were  responsible  for 
85,113  deaths  in  1934,  with  a  death  rate  of  1-7  per  mille,  against  82,173 
deaths  with  a  death  rate  16  per  mille  in  1933,  showing  an  increase  of 
2,940  deaths  or  6-3  per  cent.  The  death  rate  was  higher  by  30-7  per 
cent,  than  the  provincial  quinquennial  average.  The  death  rate  from 
pneumonia  rose  from  45-43  per  cent,  to  48-18  per  cent,  of  the  total 
provincial  mortality  from  respiratory  diseases,  whereas,  there  was  a  re¬ 
duction  from  6-36  per  cent,  to  4-85  per  cent,  in  influenza  mortality. 
As  regards  phthisis  and  other  respiratory  diseases,  the  mortality  ratio 
was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  7-2  per  cent,  of  the  total  pro¬ 
vincial  mortality  was  due  to  respiratory  diseases  in  1934  against  6-9  per 
cent,  in  1933.

64.  Respiratory  diseases  in  districts. — Eleven  districts  returned 
death  rates  from  this  cause  above  the  provincial  average  (17  per  ihille). 
As  before,  Calcutta  had  the  highest  rate  (8  8),  followed  by  Jalpaiguri

65.  Respiratory  diseases  in  urban  and  rural  areas. — Compared  with 
the  previous  year,  the  death  rates  in  towns  increased  by  2  0  per  cent.,  ini 
Calcutta  by  3*5  per  cent,  and  in  the  rural  areas  by  21*4  per  cent. 
Ten  thousand,  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  deaths  occurred  in  Calcutta 
alone,  while  17,970  deaths  occurred  in  all  other  towns  in  the  province,  the 
total  provincial  urban  deaths  from  this  cause  being  28,508.  Howrah 
registered  the  highest  rate  (9*9  per  mille)  from  respiratory  diseases 
followed  by  Ramjibanpur  (9*1),  Chandrakona  (8*8)  and  Kharar  (8*2)  in 
the  Midnapur  district  and  Calcutta  (8*8).  It  will  appear  that,  with 
slight  variations,  the  mortality  was  the  highest  in  the  very  same  towns 
as  in  the  last  year.

66.  Genera!  prevalence. — In  1934,  there  was  a  reduction  of  1,099 
deaths  from  influenza  against  those  in  the  previous  ye’ar.  This  reduc¬ 
tion  was  shared  both  by  the  urban  and  the  rural  areas  as  well  as 
Calcutta.  In  the  whole  province,  the  decrease  was  by  20  per  cent,  of 
which  the  urban  areas  claimed  174  per  cent,  and  the  rural  areas  222 
per  cent.,  and  in  Calcutta  the  decrease  was  by  153  per  cent.  Influenza 
deaths  were  reported  from  35  out  of  118  towns,  in  five  of  which  the  death 
rate  was  above  the  provincial  urban  average  (-2  per  mille).  Ramjiban- 
pur  in  the  Midnapur  district  recorded  the  highest  death  rate  (1-4  per 
mille)  this  year  also.  This  town  has  been  showing’  the  highest  death 
rate  from  influenza  for  the  last  four  years.  Seven  towns  recorded  in¬ 
fluenza  death  rates  between  *2  and  *5,  13  towns  T  per  mille  and  the 
remaining  14  below  T  per  mille  each,  the  lowest  being  *02  in  Dacca.

Pneumonia. 

68.  General  prevalence, — Deaths  from  pneumonia  rose  in  1934  to 
41,006  against  37,337  in  1933.  This  rise  was  shared  both  by  the  rural 
and  the  urban  areas  as  well  as  Calcutta.  From  1923,  pneumonia  has 
been  on  an  increase  in  Bengal.  Although  it  is  not  phenomenal,  its 
steady  progress  is  noticeable  and  should  give  cause  for  anxiety.  The 
provincial  mortality  from  this  cause,  in  1934,  was  *82  per  mille  against 
•75,  showing  an  increase  of  9*3  per  cent,  over  1933.  The  death  rates 
showed  increase  both  in  the  urban  and  the  rural  areas  as  wTell  as  in 
Calcutta  by  0-6  per  cent.,  10*3  per  cent,  and  1  -9  per  cent.,  respectively. 
Only  four  towns  (Kishorganj,  Bajitpur,  Nalchiti  and  Patuakhali) 
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escaped  death  from  this  cause.  Thirty-two  towns  recorded  death  rates 
above  the  provincial  urban  average  (1*7  per  mille).  The  highest 
mortality  rate  (6*5  per  mille)  was  registered  in  Chandrakona,  followed 
by  Ramjibanpur  -(5*6),  Kharar  (4-7)  and  Khirpai  (4*6),  all  in  the 
Midnapur  district,  and  the  lowest  (  T  per  mille)  in  Jaynagar,  Netra- 
kona  and  Brahmanbaria.

69.  Pneumonia  in  districts. — In  eleven  districts,  the  death  rates  were 
higher  than  the  provincial  average  (-82  per  mille).  As  in  the  last  year, 
Jalpaiguri  recorded  the  highest  rate  (4*01  per  mille),  followed  by 
Hooghly  (2*52)  and  Calcutta  (2T1),  and  the  lowest  by  Malda  (;18).  Ten 
districts  returned  rates  above  1  per  mille.  Compared  with  the  previous 
year,  19  districts  showed  higher  rates,  while  in  the  remaining  8  districts 
the  rates  were  slightly  lower.

TO.  General  prevalence. — Phthisis  was  responsible  for  14,845  deaths 
in  the  province  in  1934  against  14,802  in  the  previous  year.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  decreased  in  the  rural  areas  by  202  but  increased  in  the 
urban  areas  by  245,  of  which  Calcutta  alone  shared  162  and  83  in  all 
other  towns.  The  provincial  death  rate  from  phthisis  was  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year,  viz.,  -30.  The  increase  in  the  urban  areas  was  by  6-7 
per  cent.,  but  in  Calcutta  it  was  by  6-0  per  cent.,  and  the  decrease  in  the 
rural  areas  was  by  4*2  per  cent.  70  4  per  cent,  of  the  total  phthisis 
deaths  in  all  towns  occurred  in  Calcutta  alone.  Six  towns  reported  death 
rates  above  the  provincial  urban  average  (1  11  per  mille).  The  highest 
death  rate  (32  per  mille)  was  recorded  in  Darjeeling,  followed  by 
Calcutta  (2-3  per  mille),  and  the  lowest  (-03)  in  Comilla.  No  death  from 
this  cause  was  reported  from  13  towns.

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71.  Phthisis  in  districts^ — As  before,  Calcutta  returned  tbe  highest 
death  rate  (2*30  per  mille)  from  phthisis  in  1934,  followed  by  Darjeeling 
(148  per  mille) ;  22  other  districts  returned  rates  varying  from  10  to 
0-1  per  mille  and  the  remaining  three  below  01  per  mille.  The  death 
rates  in  10  districts  wrere  higher  than  the  provincial  average  (-3  per 
mille).

deaths  under  this 

head  were  registered  in  towns  and  17,737  in  the  rural  areas,  making  up 
a  provincial  total  of  25,138  against  7,110,  17,701  and  24,811,  respectively, 
in  1933.  The  mortality  from  this  cause  shows  steady  increase  as  from 
pneumonia,  the  total  increase  in  1934  being  327  ag’ainst  5,980  in  1933* 
and  1,025  in  1932. 
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73.  Venereal  diseases. — It  was  reported  from  the  Chittagong  Hill 
Tracts  that  1,409  Mayang  patients  were  treated  at  the  Ramgarh,  Manik- 
<?heri  and  Mahalcheri  dispensaries  in  1934  against  339  in  the  previous 
year. 


Injuries. 

74.  General  prevalence. — Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  total 
number  of  deaths  from  injuries  increased  in  1934  by  878,  of  which  412 
was  under  snake-bite  and  attacks  of  wild  animals,  220  under  rabies  and 
387  under  suicides.  There  was,  however,  a  reduction  of  141  deaths  under 
wounds  and  accidents.  Injuries  accounted  for  T9  per  cent,  of  the  total 
provincial  mortality.

75.  Deaths  due  to  injuries  in  towns  and  rural  areas. — The  statement 
below  indicates  the  details  of  deaths,  in  1934,  from  the  various  causes 
under  injuries.  Of  the  total  deaths  in  the  urban  areas  (1,655),  692  or 
4T8  per  cent,  happened  in  Calcutta  alone.  The  highest  death  rate  from 
injuries  (1-3  per  mille)  was  returned  from  Gobardanga  in  the  24-Par- 
ganas  district.  The  rural  areas  returned  20,389  deaths  in  1934  against 
19,580  in  the  previous  year.  Compared  with  1933,  the  death  rates  in¬ 
creased  by  4-7  per  cent,  in  the  rural  areas  and  4-4  per  cent,  in  all  towns,

(а)  Suicides. — 1,740  females  and  1,540  males  are  reported  to  have 
committed  suicides  in  1934. 

(б)  Snake-bites . — Besides  52  cases  of  snake-bites  treated  by  other 
agencies,  410  such  cases  were  treated  in  the  various  hospitals  and  dis¬ 
pensaries  in  1934.  Of  the  cases  admitted  in  hospitals,  40  were  treated 
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with  potash  permanganate  with  one  death  only,  6  with  anti-venene  with 
success  and  24  with  lexin  with  one  death. 

77.  All  other  causes. — 192,252  deaths  were  registered  in  the  pro¬ 
vince,  in  1934,  as  having  been  due  to  “all  other  causes’’  against  190,787 
in  1933.  Of  these,  26,068  occurred  in  towns  and  166,184  in  the  rural 
areas,  against  23,663  and  167,124,  respectively,  in  1933.  Compared  with 
1933,  both  the  provincial  and  the  rural  death  rates  (3  8  and  3  6  per  mille, 
respectively)  remained  unchanged,  while  the  urban  rate  rose  from  6-7  to 
7*4  per  mille. 


Chapter  IV 

FAIRS  AUD  FESTIVALS. 


78.  During*  1934,  no  case  of  infectious  disease  was  reported  from 
any  fair  in  the  Burdwan,  Rajshahi  and  Chittagong  Divisions.  A  few 
cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  some  melas  in  the  Presidency  and  Dacca 
Divisions,  a  short  account  of  which  is  given  separately  below. 

(1)  Presidency  Division. — Gang  a  Sagar  Mela. — It  was  held  from 
the  13th  to  the  15th  of  January  1934.  About  50,000  pilgrims  assembled. 
Pilgrims  poured  in  by  steamers  and  country  boats.  Due  to  stormy- 
weather,  there  were  some  boat  disasters  involving  loss  of  life.  The 
district  board,  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Department  and  the  police  co¬ 
operated  in  making  efficient  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  and  in 
maintaining  discipline.  Some  voluntary  organisations  had  no  mean 
share  in  saving  the  pilgrims  from  the  clutches  of  accidents  and  diseases. 
As  in  the  previous  years,  arrangements  for  water-supply  were  made  by 
the  Assistant  Engineer,  Public  Health  Department.  The  conservancy 
arrangements  and  the  steps  taken  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unwholesome 
food  articles  were  satisfactory.  But  due  to  rising  waves,  the  use  of  the 
temporary  latrines  by  the  pilgrims  were  disturbed.  As  regards  water- 
supply,  it  has  been  observed  by  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health 
who  attended  the  mela  that  the  tanks  which  form  the  sources  are  in  the 
risk  of  being  engulfed  by  the  sea.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  that 
new  practical  sources  of  water-supply  should  be  provided  for  the  mela. 

The  medical  staff  at  the  mela  ground  consisted  6f  an  assistant 
surgeon,  six  sub-assistant  surgeons  and  two  compounders.  A  tempo¬ 
rary  hospital  was  opened  on  the  11th  January  and  was  closed  on  the 
16th.  In  all,  17  cases  were  admitted  in  it  including  4  cases  of  cholera, 
6  of  dysentery,  6  of  diarrhoea  and  one  of  concussion.  Of  these,  one  case 
of  dysentery  proved  fatal  and  10  patients  were  removed  for  treatment  at 
the  Diamond  Harbour  hospital  and  the  remaining  cases  were  cured. 
Eight  hundred  and  sixty-four  inoculations  were  performed  at  the 
Diamond  Harbour  camp.  So  far  as  the  infectious  diseases  are  concern¬ 
ed,  the  mela  had  evidently  no  repercussion  on  the  surrounding  districts. 
At  the  mela  held  at  Kakdwip  at  the  same  time,  one  case  of  cholera 
occurred.  Necessary  medical  and  sanitary  arrangements  were  made. 

(2)  Dacca  Division  ■ — Four  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  four  melas 
in  the  Dacca  district  in  1934 :  — 

N angalbundh  Mela. — It  lasted  for  three  days  from  the  23rd  March 
1934  and  was  attended  by  about  a  lakh  of  pligrims.  The  sources  of 
water-supply  were  chlorinated.  The  District  Health  Officer  and  the 
sanitary  inspectors  inspected  the  sweetmeat  shops  and  did  their  best  to 
prevent  the  sale  of  unwholesome  food.  Adequate  conservancy  and 
medical  arrangements  were  also  made. 

At  Dhamrai,  Betila  and  Jaymantap,  a  gathering  of  about  20,000. 
10,000  and  2,000  visitors,  respectively,  assembled.  The  first  mela 
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lasted  for  10  days,  the  second  for  2  weeks  and  the  third  for  7  days. 
Besides  chlorinating  water-supplies,  nothing  particular  was  done 
towards  the  medical  and  sanitary  organisations  for  these  melas. 

In  this  connection,  it  may  be  noted  that  statutory  rules  under  the 
Bengal  Local  Self-Government  Act  have  been  promulgated  this  year 
for  ensuring  the  proper  sanitary  arrangements  for  melas  in  the  province. 
The  local  bodies  are  now  armed  with  adequate  legal  powers  to  enforce 
the  provision  of  sanitary  arrangements  by  the  mela  owners  and 
organisers. 


Chapter  V 


URBAN  SANITATION  AND  WATER-SUPPLIES. 

79.  Sanitary  administration  in  municipal  areas. — A  total  of  21 
health  officers  and  99  sanitary  inspectors .  excluding  those  in  Calcutta, 
were  employed  during  1934  in  the  municipalities  of  Bengal  against 
the  same  number  in  the  previous  year  and  against  the  sanctioned  scale 
of  22  health  officers  and  100  sanitary  inspectors.  The  posts  of  the  health 
officer  of  the  Barisal  municipality  and  the  sanitary  inspector  of  the 
Santipur  municipality  still  continued  to  remain  vacant. 

During  the  year  1934,  four  Assistant  Directors  of  Public  Health 
remained  in  charge,  respectively,  of  the  Burdwan,  Presidency,  Raj- 
shahi  and  Dacca  circles.  The  Assistant  Directors  of  Public  Health  for 
the  Burdwan  and  Presidency  circles  are  stationed  in  Calcutta  and  those 
for  the  Rajshahi  and  Dacca  circles  are  stationed,  respectively,  at  Raj- 
shahi  and  Dacca.  The  following  is  a  statement  showing  the  number  of 
inspections  made  by  them  during  1934:  —

Finance. — The  financial  aspect  of  public  health  administration,  as 
dealt  with  in  the  next  paragraphs,  is  based  on  the  reports  on  the  work¬ 
ing  of  municipalities  in  Bengal  during  the  financial  year  1933-34,  the 
population  being  according  to  the  1931  census. 

(a)  Municipal  income. — During  the  year  1933-34,  there  were  117 
municipalities  in  Bengal,  excluding  Calcutta,  with  a  total  number  of 
ratepayers  of  344,746,  the  percentage  to  total  population  being  14  •  9 
against  15  *  09  in  the  previous  year.  The  question  of  the  extension  of 
the  new  Bengal  Municipal  Act  (Bengal  Act  XV  of  1932)  to  the  district 
of  Darjeeling  is  pending  with  Government.  Excluding  the  opening 
balance  .  and  extraordinary  income  and  debts,  the  total  income  was 
Rs.  87,31,735  against  Bs.  84,92,564  in  the  previous  year,  the  average  for 
each  municipality  amounting  to  Bs.  74,630  and  that  per  head  of  popu¬ 
lation  to  Bs.  3-12-4  against  Bs.  72,586  and  Bs.  3-10-8,  respectively,  in 
1932-33.  The  total  receipts  including  the  opening  balance  were 
Rs.  1,14,93,316  against  Bs.  1,12,98,248  in  the  previous  year.  The 
opening  balance  stood  at  Rs.  13,10,184  and  the  extraordinary  income 
and  debts  at  Rs.  14,51,397  against  Bs.  13,10,666  and  Rs.  14,95,018-, 
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respectively,  in  the  year  preceding.  The  total  income  excluding  the 
opening  balance  thus  showed  an  increase  of  Rs.  2,39,171  or  2*8  per  cent, 
and  the  total  receipts  including  the  opening  balance  an  increase  of 
Rs.  1,95,068  or  1  *7  per  cent,  than  the  previous  year.  The  average 
incidence  of  taxation  per  head  of  population  was  Rs.  3-1-2  in  1933-34 
against  Rs.  2-15-11  in  the  previous  year. 

( b )  Municipal  expenditure. — The  total  expenditure  (excluding 
extraordinary  and  debt)  in  1933-34  was  Rs.  90,81,837  against 
Rs.  88,94,708  in  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,87,129 
or  2*1  per  cent.  The  following  table  shows  the  expenditure  under 
several  heads  in  proportion  to  the  total  receipts  including  the  opening 
balance  for  the  year :  —

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Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  expenditure  on  each  individual 
head  increased  in  1933-34  with  the  exception  of  water-supply  and 
drainage  which  showed  a  considerable  decrease.

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Chapter  VI 


RURAL  SANITATION. 

80.  Rural  sanitation, — (a)  The  Bengal  rural  public  health  organ¬ 
isation  scheme,  as  described  in  the  previous  years’  reports,  is  working 
satisfactorily  in  25  districts.  During  the  year  1934,  all  the  575  health 
circles  in  the  various  districts,  except  Darjeeling,  worked  with  trained 
sanitary  inspectors  and  a  few  assistant  health  officers.  The  Assistant 
Directors  of  Public  Health  inspected  189  of  these  health  circles  during 
1934.  The  rural  sanitary  inspectors  examined  147,599  pupils  in  4,865 
schools  in  25  districts  during  the  year.  About  14,364  samples  of  food 
articles  seized  in  the  rural  areas  under  the  Bengal  Food  Adulteration 
Act  were  analysed  at  the  various  public  health  laboratories,  revealing 
a  high  percentage  of  adulteration,  especially  in  the  case  of  milk  and 
milk  products. 

% 

( b )  There  was  no  real  alteration  in  the  system  of  registration,  col¬ 
lection  and  transmission  of  vital  statistics,  although  two  new  experi¬ 
ments  were  carried  out  with  comparatively  satisfactory  results  in  eight 
districts. 

(c)  2,099,781  anti-cholera  inoculations  were  performed  in  the  rural 
areas  of  Bengal  during  the  year  under  review,  the  cholera  mortality 
having  increased  from  26,974  in  1933  to  47,546  in  1934.  There  was, 
however,  a  decrease  of  3,130  deaths  from  small-pox  this  year  in  the  rural 
areas,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

(d)  Malaria  still  takes  a  heavy  toll  of  lives  every  year  and  it  is 
difficult  to  control  this  disease  with  the  present  available  funds  and 
si  ah. 

(e)  Dai-training  classes  were  held  in  24  districts  and  the  total  number 
of  indigenous  dais  trained  in  the  rural  areas  during  the  year  was  960. 

81.  District  boards’  income  and  expenditure — The  total  income 
excluding  the  opening  balance  of  the  26  district  boards  in  Bengal  with 
an  aggregate  population  of  46,389,495  was  Rs.  1,51,80,173  in  1933-34 
against  Rs.  1,39,41,575  in  the  previous  year,  the  average  income  of 
each  district  board  being  Rs.  5,83,853.  The  total  receipts  from  all 
sources  including  the  opening  balance  during  the  year  was 
Rs.  1,99,38,670  against  Rs.  1,81,98,682  in  the  previous  year.  There 
was,  thus,  an  increase  of  Rs.  12,38,598  or  8:8  per  cent,  in  the  total 
income  and  of  Rs.  17,39,988  or  9-5  per  cent,  in  the  total  receipts  than 
the  previous  year.  The  opening  balance  was  Rs.  32,87,352  against 
Rs.  29,83,113  in  the  preceding  year.  The  average  incidence  of  income 
per  head  of  population  was  5  annas  and  2*8  pies  in  1933-34  against  4 
annas  and  9J  pies  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  expenditure  exclud¬ 
ing  debts  amounted  to  Rs.  1,46,09,497  during  the  year  under  report 
against  Rs.  1,39,66,050  in  the  year  preceding,  showing  an  increase  of 
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Us.  6,43,447  or  4*6  per  cent.  The  following  table  shows  the  proportion 
of  expenditure  on  some  of  the  main  heads  to  total  receipts :  —

While  28  •  9  per  cent,  of  the  total  receipts  were  expended  on  public 
works,  only  9-9  per  cent,  or  8*2  pies  per  head  of  population,  were  spent 
on  sanitation  including  1  *2  per  cent,  or  :9  pies  per  head  of  population 
on  vaccination  in  the  year  under  review. 

82.  Village  Self-Government. — Union  boards. — The  number  of 
union  boards  in  Bengal  rose  from  4,701  in  1932-33  to  4,740  in  1933-34. 
The  total  income  from  union  rates  levied  under  the  Tillage  Self-Gov¬ 
ernment  Act  amounted  to  Its.  67,57,857  against  Rs.  66,46,000  in  the 
previous  year  showing  an  increase  of  Rs.  1,11,857.  The  total  income  of 
union  boards  excluding  the  opening  balance  rose  from  Rs.  88,25,000  in 
1932-33  to  Rs.  89,84,091  in  1933-34.  The  total  expenditure  of  union 
boards  rose  from  Rs.  88,62,000  in  1932-33  to  Rs.  90,12,874  in  1933-34, 
of  which  Rs.  49,92,773  or  more  than  half,  was  spent  on  dafadars  and 
chaukidars.  Of  the  expenditure  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  miscel¬ 
laneous  purposes  of  the  Act  during  the  year  1933-34,  about  Rs.  6,24,675 
were  spent  on  roads,  [Rs.  5,87,857  on  water-supply,  Rs.  68,186  on 
drainage,  Rs.  67,196  on  conservancy,  Rs.  2,98,051  on  schools  and 
Rs.  1,62,139  on  dispensaries.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  the 
expenditure  on  schools  decreased  in  1933-34  by  about  Rs.  43,000  while 
that  on  the  remaining  items  of  work  of  public  utility  showed  an  increase. 
There  was  a  closing  balance  of  Rs.  11,12,300  against  Rs.  11,47,000  of 
the  preceding  year.  The  total  amount  paid  by  district  boards  to  union 
boards  fell  from  Rs.  4,76,924  in  1932-33  to  Rs.  4,42,104  in  1933-34. 
The  financial  assistance  rendered  by  the  district  boards  of  Bankura, 
Murshidabad,  Rajshahi,  Dinajpur,  Jalpaiguri,  Pabna,  Mymensingh 
and  Chittagong  was  meagre. 


Chapter  VII 


MALARIA. 

83.  A.  ludlowii  menace  to  Calcutta, — Both  the  survey  and  control 
work  was  continued  throughout  1934  by  Government  in  co-operation 
with  the  Calcutta  Corporation  on  a  line  similar  to  that  in  the  previous 
year.  During  the  months  of  January  and  February,  four  new  villages 
on  the  eastern  border  of  the  Salt  lake  were  found  to  be  infested. 
Breeding  places  in  the  Bagmari  area  within  the  Calcutta  Corporation 
were  also  detected.  On  the  northern  border  of  the  Salt  Lake,  A. 
ludlowii  was  collected  from  Kalipur.  A.  ludlowii  was  found  breeding 
in  the  new  cut  canal  near  Narkeldanga  Main  Road,  Goalbari  and  in  the 
Beliaghata  canal  opposite  Tollyganj  outpost.  From  March  to  June, 
no  new  breeding  place  of  any  importance  was  detected.  In  July,  a  few 
cases  of  malaria  occurred  in  the  Nebugola  areas  but  there  was  no  out¬ 
break  of  malaria  in  an  epidemic  form  during  this  year.  Both  in  the 
Nebugola  and  the  Chingrighata  areas,  malaria  showed  a  decrease,  the 
spleen  rate  in  the  former  having  been  4*0  against  20-0  in  1933,  and  in 
the  latter  5*0  against  6-0  in  1933.  From  September  to  October,  a 
breeding  place  near  the  Bagmari  burial  ground  and  several  others  were 
first  detected  in  the  area  lying  between  the  new  cut  canal  and  the  Ulta- 
danga  railway  station.  From  November  to  December,  no  new  breeding 
place  was  found.  No  outbreak  of  malaria  in  an  epidemic  form  along 
the  fringe  area  of  Calcutta  was  reported  during  the  year,  the  zone  of 
breeding  having  been  limited  and  checked  within  half  a  mile  by  the 
joint  control  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  mosquito 
controlling  brigade  of  the  Calcutta  Corporation. 

Along  the  banks  of  the  river  Hooghly,  most  of  the  previously  in¬ 
criminated  areas — Bauria,  Fuleswar,  Chengail,  Lluberia,  Mankundu, 
Belur,  Shamnagar,  Dakshineswar,  Budge-Budge  and  Falta — were  still 
infested  with  A.  ludlowii,  besides  the  newly  infected  areas  such  as 
Godakhali  under  police  stations  Budge-Budge,  Shivanipur,  Udayaram- 
pur,  Bishnupur  along  the  Kalighat-Falta  Railway  and  Uttarpara  along 
the  East  Indian  Railway.  Adults  were  caught  periodically  at  the  rail¬ 
way  stations  of  Majherhat,  Howrah,  Shamnagar  and  Shivanipur  as  well 
as  from  the  villages  Berashi,  Baikunthapur,  Fuleswar,  Seijbaria,  Bans- 
baria  and  Belur.  In  the  mill  areas  of  Budge-Budge  and  Chengail 
efficient  control  measures  were  adopted  in  co-operation  with  the  mill 
authorities. 

In  the  Canning  and  the  Ichamati  area,  an  epidemic  of  malaria 
occurred  in  the  month  of  April  in  a  few  villages,  viz.,  Naora,  Kasthia, 
Chadpur,  Sherampur,  Hargachia  under  police-station  Bhangar 
which  on  investigation  was  found  due  to  A.  ludlowii.  Consequently, 
an  investigation  was  undertaken  in  the  neighbouring  villages  and  it  was 
found  that  A.  ludlowii  had  already  spread  in  a  number  of  villages 
along  the  Kuribhanga  river.  This  river  forms  the  main  navigation 
channel  for  boats  coming  from  Canning  towards  E/ulti  lock.  Country 
boats  were  found  to  be  the  carriers  of  A.  ludlowii  along  the  Bhangar 
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kata  khal  from  Kulti  lock  down  to  Kristopur.  As  the  canal  passes  by 
the  side  of  Salt  Lake,  the  adults  from  boats  find  a  favourable  breeding 
place  in  the  highly  saline  water  of  the  Salt  Lake  area.  Breeding  places 
were  also  detected  in  Hasnabad,  Haroah,  Basirhat,  Graria,  and  Canning, 
but  due  to  efficient  control  measures,  no  epidemic  could  be  developed 
in  any  of  the  localities.  A.  ludlowii  having  been  found  at  Belur,  the 
East  Indian  Railway  authorities  on  the  advice  of  their  Chief  Medical 
Officer  adopted  anti-malaria  measures  in  Lillooah  for  the  protection  of 
the  railway  colony.  A.  ludlowii  could  no  longer  be  found  there. 
Similarly  the  Bengal-Nagpur  Railway  authorities  on  the  advice  of  their 
Malariologist  took  anti-mosquito  measures  between  Fuleswar  and 
Uluberia.  Trains  are  stabled  overnight  at  those  railway  stations  and 
adult  ludlowii  were  found  being  transported  to  Howrah  by  them. 
Such  control  measures  at  the  sources  were  indispensably  required, 
otherwise  Santragachi  which  is  a  large  railway  colony  and  where  trains 
are  stabled  and  washed  would  be  exposed  to  infection.  The  Bhatpara 
municipality  also  undertook  anti-malaria  measures  within  the  munici¬ 
pal  area.  Similarly,  other  municipalities  took  immediate  preventive 
measures  under  the  existing  law. 

84.  (a)  Saali  Malaria  Laboratory — The  Malaria  Research  Labo¬ 

ratory  maintained  at  Saili  Tea  Estate  in  the  Jalpaiguri  Duars  to  find 
out  the  vector  of  malaria  in  the  locality  and  the  seasonal  infectivity 
rate,  continued  its  work  during  the  year  under  review.  2,574  mos¬ 
quitoes  of  18  different  species  from  nine  different  tea  estates  were 
caught.  Of  these  a  total  number  of  1,740  mosquitoes  of  12  different 
species  could  be  dissected.  Only  A.  phillippinensis  and  A.  minimus 
were  incriminated  as  carriers  in  the  area  during  1934.  The  former 
species  was  found  infected  during  the  month  of  October  only  at  North 
grant,  and  the  infectivity  rate  was  found  to  be  14*28  per  cent.  The 
latter  species  (A.  minimus )  was  found  infected  throughout  the  year 
with  an  infectivity  rate  varying  from  the  lowest  in  January  (1*09  per 
cent.)  to  the  first  peak  in  June  (14*05  per  cent.),  then  to  the  maximum 
in  October  (15*10  per  cent.). 

(b)  Anti-malaria  scheme  for  rural  areas  with  quinine  and  plasmochin. 

* — This  scheme  started  in  April  1933  in  the  Burdwan  district,  ;was 
continued  during  the  year  1934  which  was  unfortunately  a  year  of  un¬ 
usual  drought.  Besides  ihe  thirty  treatment  centres  opened  for 
the  purpose,  local  volunteers  were  engaged  for  each  village 
to  distribute  combined  tablets  of  quinine  and  plasmochin  among 
the  malaria  patients.  Attendance  of  patients  at  the  centres  having 
thinned,  the  doctors  in  charge  thereof  were  also  released  to  trace  new 
cases  and  to  follow  up  the  treatment  of  patients  already  taken  up  by 
the  volunteers.  This  method  was  continued  till  the  end  of  June.  From 
July  next  the  same  centres  were  reopened  and  the  former  duties  resum¬ 
ed.  The  collaboration  between  the  centres  and  the  volunteers  was, 
however,  maintained  through  the  intermediary  services  of  six  sanitary 
assistants  who  were  deputed  for  the  purpose  for  nearly  three  months 
and  a  half  by  the  Burdwan  district  board.  In  so  far  as  the  results  of 
the  experiment  are  concerned,  the  following  peculiarities  were  revealed 
during  the  year  which  will  stand  out  prominently  in  contrast  with  the 
position  in  the  control  area:  — 

(i)  In  the  experimental  area  there  was  no  rise  in  the  fever  incidence 
in  October  over  that  of  August  but  in  the  outside  area,  it  showed  the 
usual  trend  of  rise  in  October. 
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(it)  During  1934,  malaria  in  the  experimental  area  was  at  least  50 
per  cent,  less  than  that  in  the  control  area. 

(Hi)  The  average  rate  of  attack  from  malaria  in  the  villages  of 
Bokar,  Jakra  and  Basatpur  in  the  control  area  was  31,  33,  35  and  30 
per  cent,  in  the  months  of  August,  September,  October  and  November, 
but  it  was  only  14,  12,  12,  and  10  per  cent,  during  the  same  months  in 
the  villages  of  Parhati,  Kanpur  and  Kasiara  of  the  experimental  area. 

( iv )  The  average  rate  of  infection  with  malaria  parasites  amongst 
children  in  the  control  area  was  30  per  cent,  against  18  per  cent,  in  the 
experimental  area. 

(v)  The  seasonal  variation  of  malignant  tertian  in  the  experimental 
area  is  far  less  than  that  in  the  control  area. 

(vi)  Statistics  of  the  children  population  who  were  born  after  April 
1930  in  certain  villages  of  both  experimental  and  control  areas  showed 
that,  while  the  chance  of  getting  fever  in  anyone  month  from  August  to 
November  1934  was  17  per  cent,  in  the  former  area,  it  was  62  per  cent, 
in  the  latter. 

(c)  Free  quinine  distribution  through  union  boards. — During  the 
year  1934,  the  distribution  of  quinine  under  the  scheme  was  carried  out 
through  the  members  of  five  union  boards  and  other  residents  specially 
selected  by  them  and  approved  by  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  district 
boards.  Regular  register  was  maintained  by  each  individual  distri¬ 
butor  in  which  were  recorded  the  whereabouts  of  the  patients  and  the 
number  of  quinine  pills  given  to  each.  Thus,  quinine  was  reached  to 
the  very  door  of  the  malaria  patient.  The  number  of  patients  treated 
under  this  scheme  was  14,048,  28,835,  11,934,  10,439  and  7,962  in 

1934-35,  respectively,  in  the  thanas  of  Arambagh,  Burdwan,  Chakdah, 
Paba  and  Rajbari.  The  average  amount  of  quinine  consumed  per  head 
of  population  was  8  grains  in  1934-35  against  15  •  4  grains  in  1933-34. 
There  was  no  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  malaria  in  the 
scheme  areas,  but  one  or  two  years’  work  is  not  sufficient  to  produce 
appreciable  effect  on  vital  occurrences. 
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Chapter  VIII 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

85.  Dai-trair^ng. — The  sum  of  Rs.  15,000  sanctioned  by  the  local 
Government  for  the  training  of  dais  during  the  year  1934-35  was  distri¬ 
buted  among  24  district  boards  and  23  municipalities.  No  class  could 
be  held  by  the  Berhampur  municipality  with  the  requisite  number  of 
pupil  dais.  The  Chittagong  district  board  maintained  three  classes 
during  the  year,  although  four  classes  were  sanctioned  for  it  on  appli¬ 
cation.  Each  of  the  district  boards  of  Jalpaiguri,  Malda  and  Bakar- 
ganj  and  the  Midnapur  municipality  maintained  an  additional  class 
over  and  above  the  classes  sanctioned  for  them.  The  Khulna  district 
board  maintained  two  additional  classes  during  the  year.  The  total 
number  of  classes  conducted  for  the  training  of  dais  during  the  year 
under  review  was  104  in  which  1,215  pupil  dais  were  trained  by  106 
lecturers  all  of  whom  are  local  registered  medical  practitioners. 
Seven  hundred  and  fifty-nine  certificates  and  1,039  maternity  outfits 
were  awarded  to  the  trained  dais.  The  maternity  outfits  were  purchas¬ 
ed  and  supplied  by  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Department.  During  the 
year  1933-34  1,170  pupil  dais  were  trained  in  99  classes. 
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Chapter  IX 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  AND  SCHOOL 

HYGIENE  WORK. 

86.  One  hundred  and  sixty-one  schools  were  visited  in  1934  by  41 
medical  officers  examining  17,283  boys  and  319  girls  against  21,140 
boys  and  550  girls  in  183  schools  examined  in  the  previous  year  by  the 
same  number  of  medical  officers.  The  three  school  medical  officers 
under  the  Education  Department  visited  30  Government  and  Govern¬ 
ment  aided  secondary  schools  in  Calcutta  and  examined  5,160  scholars. 
The  medical  officer  of  the  Scottish  Church  Collegiate  School,  Calcutta, 
examined  1,170  students  during  the  year.  All  other  school  medical 
officers  examined  less  than  1,000  scholars  each.  The  result  of  the  school 
medical  inspection  work  is  given  below :  — 

Physical  condition. — Out  of  17,602  scholars  medically  examined 
7,495  or  42*5  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  well  nourished,  6,788  or  38*5 
per  cent,  fairly  nourished  and  3,319  or  19  per  cent,  ill  nourished. 

Clothing. — Out  of  17,602  students,  8,576  or  48*7  per  cent,  had  good 
clothing,  6,772  or  38*5  per  cent,  had  fairly  good  clothing  and  2,254  or 
12 '8  per  cent,  were  shabbily  clad. 

Footgear. — 5,486  or  31-2  per  cent,  of  the  students  examined  had  no 
shoes  while  12,116  or  68-8  per  cent,  wore  shoes  during  attendance. 


Height. — The  average  height  of  all  scholars  inspected  at  different 
ages  compared  less  favourably  with  the  anthropometric  standard  as 
will  be  seen  in  the  table  below:  —

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Skin. — 1,003  or  about  5*7  per  cent,  of  the  students  examined  were 
suffering  from  various  skin  diseases,  of  whom  770  were  reported  to  their 
guardians  for  medical  treatment. 

Teeth. — 2,073  or  about  11*3  per  cent,  of  the  students  had  very 
defective  teeth,  of  whom  1,960  were  reported  to  the  guardians. 

Nose. — Four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  or  about  2-6  per  cent,  of  the 
students  were  suffering  from  nasal  diseases,  mostly  rhinitis. 

Tonsils. — 1,864  or  10  *  6  per  cent,  of  the  students  were  suffering  from 
enlarged  tonsils. 

Adenoids. — Three  hundred  and  fifty  or  1  *9  per  cent,  were  suffering 
from  definite  adenoids. 

Lymph  glands. — Six  hundred  and  sixty-five  or  3  *  8  per  cent,  had 
their  lymph  glands  palpably  enlarged  and  201  or  1*1  per  cent,  definite¬ 
ly  enlarged. 

Gar  conditions . — Two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  or  1  : 3  per  cent,  of 
the  students  had  ear  troubles,  mostly  otorrhoea. 

Lungs. — 28:9  or  about  1:6  per  cent,  of  the  students  were  suffering 
from  bronchitis  and  other  complications  of  the  lungs. 

Speech. — One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  or  about  '67  per  cent,  had 
defective  speech,  mostly  stammering. 

Vaccination. — Three  hundred  and  seventy-three  or  about  2:1  per 
cent,  of  the  students  examined  had  no  vaccination  marks. 

Eyes. — 2,794  or  15*8  per  cent,  of  the  students  examined  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  eye  troubles.  Important  cases  were  reported  to 
their  guardians. 

Infectious  diseases. — Three  hundred  and  ninety-five  or  about  2-2  per 
cent,  of  the  students  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  measles,  whooping 
cough,  small-pox  or  dysentery. 

Sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  visited. — In  the  year  under  report 
161  schools  were  visited  of  which  18  had  insufficient  floor  space,  9  had 
insufficient  lighting,  7  had  neither  privies  nor  urinals  and  7  had  no 
play-grounds. 

Thirty-four  school  building  plans  were  examined  by  the  Bengal 
Public  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

4,865  schools  were  visited  in  1934  by  the  rural  sanitary  inspectors 
of  25  districts  and  147,599  pupils  were  examined  against  116,258  pupils 
in  4,640  schools  during  the  preceding  year.  The  details  of  their  work 
are  tabulated  in  the  following  statement :  —

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

87.  Educational  propaganda. — The  twelve  cinema  parties  carried 
on  their  public  health  propaganda  work  in  the  province  throughout  the 
year  under  the  instructions  of  the  district  officers  and  held  as  many  as 
1,444  cinema  shows  and  lectures  each  of  which  was  attended  by  a  record 
gathering.  The  following  statement  will  indicate,  division  by  division, 
the  total  number  of  shows  and  the  approximate  total  attendance  at

Besides  carrying  on  the  usual  work,  the  cinema  parties  attended 
about  twenty  health  exhibitions  in  the  mufassal.  One  of  the  parties 
was  kept  attached  to  the  Government  touring  exhibition  van  during  the 
year.  This  van  toured  over  four  districts  in  the  Burdwan  Division 
and  held  59  exhibitions  of  which  15  were  enlarged  by  simultaneous  local 
exhibitions  including  sports  and  other  items  of  interest  and  attracted 
a  total  attendance  of  about  210,000  people.  The  exhibition  van  has, 
on  the  whole,  proved  to  be  a  great  success. 

The  Public  Health  Publicity  staff  also  co-operated  in  making  the 
annual  Calcutta  Health  Exhibition  a  success.  A  novel  method  of 
propaganda  through  radio  was  successfully  tried  during  the  year. 
About  50,000  leaflets  and  15,000  posters  on  public  health  subjects  were 
distributed  during  the  year  throughout  the  whole  province.  Four 
additional  new  films  on  “Malaria”,  “Tuberculosis”,  “Calcutta  Health 
Exhibition’’  and  “The  Medical  College  Centenary  Celebration”  were 
prepared  during  the  year. 
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Chapter  XI. 


VACCINATION. 

88.  Vaccination  (1934-35). — During*  this  period  of  my  charge, 
vaccination  statements,  which  now  forms  part  of  the  Public  Health 
Report,  have  been  thoroughly  revised  under  the  orders  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  in  their  Education  Department  letter  Nos.  15-77/34, 
dated  the  13th  November  1934,  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  reports  of 
all  the  provinces.  Particulars  of  vaccinations  and  costs  which  are 
of  no  real  importance  have  been  excluded  from  the  statements.  But 
I  have  embodied  certain  particulars  which  are  of  importance  to 
Bengal. 

89.  Strength  of  staff. — In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  the 
strength  of  the  vaccination  inspecting  staff  in  rural  areas,  including 
the  staff  employed  by  the  local  bodies,  remained  the  same,  namely, 
74,  while  the  number  of  vaccinators  decreased  from  1,803  to  1,738. 
Amongst  the  districts  which  increased  the  number  of  vaccinators, 
Rangpur  and  Mymensingh  may  be  specially  mentioned.  They  have 
increased  their  vaccinators  by  60  and  51,  respectively.  It  has  been 
noticed  that  the  number  of  vaccinators  was  reduced  in  six  districts 
of  which  Murshidabad,  Jessore  and  Khulna  were  most  prominent. 
The  number  of  vaccinations  in  these  three  districts  accordingly 
decreased  by  9,  5*5,  and  21*3  per  cent.  In  mufassal  municipalities 
the  number  of  inspectors  remained  constant  while  the  number  of 
vaccinators  was  reduced  from  175  to  163.  In  Calcutta  there  was  no 
change,  the  number  of  inspectors  being  18  and  vaccinators  60.  Two 
special  inspectors — one  for  Western  and  the  other  for  Eastern  Bengal — 
were  retained  by  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Department  for  assistance 
in  executive  and  research  work.  With  the  general  amalgamation  of 
vaccination  with  public  health  and  the  provision  of  general  health 
staffs  both  in  rural  and  in  municipal  areas,  the  above  cannot  be 
regarded  as  correct  record  of  the  numbers  of  vaccinators  and  inspectors 
employed  in  Bengal. 

90.  General  vaccination  statistics  (Vaccination  statement  No.  1). — 

It  will  appear  from  the  following  statement  that  in  comparison  with 
the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  of  251,037  vaccinations  during 
the  year  under  review.  Increase  has  also  been  noticed  in  primary  and 
revaccination  cases  and  also  in  the  number  of  children  successfully 
vaccinated  between  one  year  and  under  six  years.  There  was  a  slight 
fall  in  the  number  of  children  successfully  vaccinated  under  one  year. 
The  District  Health  Officers  attribute  this  fall  to  the  apathy  of  the 
people  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated  within  a  year  and  also  to  other 
local  conditions.  Comparative  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  small-pox 
is  responsible  for  the  decrease  of  507,944  operations  during  the  recess 

period.

91.  Vaccination  in  rural  areas  (Vaccination  statement  No.  1). — 

(a)  The  total  number  of  operations  performed  in  the  rural  areas 
during  the  year  1934-35  was  6,144,000  comprised  of  2,509,470  primary 
and  3,634,530  revaccinations  against  a  total  of  5,880,762  of  which 
2,404,468  were  primary  and  3,476,114  revaccinations,  showing  an 
increase  of  263,238  in  the  total,  104,822  in  primary  and  158,416  in 
revaccinations.  Although  there  was  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
operations,  still  it  is  a  fact  that  out  of  27  districts  in  the  province  only 
eleven  districts  showed  an  excess  number  of  operations  in  the  year 
under  review  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  the  list  of 
increase  Mymensingh  with  263,033  operations  stands  first  and  is 
followed  bv  Tippera  (57,371),  Noakhali  (42,980),  Bankura  (39,492), 
Dacca  (20,632),  Faridpur  (19,271),  Rangpur  (12,853),  Howrah  (8,854), 
Malda  (4,896),  Jalpaiguri  (3,639)  and  Pabna  (2,814).  The  decrease 
is  most  marked  in  Bakarganj  (39,493),  Khulna  (27,220)  and  ^4-1  ar- 
ganas  (21,257).  In  my  last  annual  report  it  was  mentioned  that  the 
death  from  small-pox  is  showing  signs  of  gradual  rise  but  I  am  glad 
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to  note  that  the  deaths  from  this  disease  decreased  in  all  districts 
except  Bogra  and  Pabna,  where  11  and  283  more  deaths  occurred  than 
those  m  the  previous  year.  Small-pox  is  the  only  incentive  to 
vaccination  in  Bengal.  People  will  never  come  forward  to  accept 
vaccination  unless  forced  by  law  or  by  the  occurrence  of  the  disease 
in  the  village.  The  persistently  vigorous  activities  of  the  local  bodies, 
the  majority  following  the  advice  of  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  maintained  during  the  year  under  review,  intensive  vaccination 
and  re  vaccination  campaign  in  their  respective  jurisdiction,  helped  by 
their  vaccination  inspecting  staff  and  rural  health  staff,  were  mainly 
responsible  for  the  reduction  of  mortality  from  small-pox.  Both  the 
Government  and  the  district  boards  are  handicapped  by  financial 
stringency,  otherwise  a  mass  vaccination  campaign  could  have  been 
started  in  most  districts.  Whether  this  reduction  in  the  small-pox 
mortality  is  due  to  free  vaccination  or  is  a  lull  before  the  storm  cannot 
be  said  until  the  next  season  is  over.  It  has  been  found  by  experience 
that  lower  incidence  in  mortality  is  generally  followed  by  greater 
recrudescence,  so  I  would  most  strongly  urge  the  district  boards  not 
to  reduce  their  vaccination  staff  or  expenditure  on  vaccination.

( b )  Compared  with  the  preceding  year’s  work,  some  districts 
performed  more  and  some  lesser  number  of  primary  vaccinations 
during  the  year,  the  increases  being  shared  by  Mymensingh  (86,033), 
Dacca  (33,985),  Noakhali  (18,387),  Faridpur  ( 10,262),  Bogra  (8,804), 
Chittagong  (6,478),  Birbhum  (5,551),  Howrah  (5,012),  Nadia  (3,272), 
Burdwan  (1,457),  Jalpaiguri  (1,234),  Asansol  Mining  Settlement  (938), 
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Rajshahi  (408)  and  Bankura  (180),  while  the  decreases  occurred  chiefly 
in  Bakarganj  (24,500),  Khulna  (13,641),  24-Parganas  (10,019),  Midna- 
pur  (9,946),  Pabna  (7,177),  Jessore  (5,901),  Rangpur  (5,533), 
Murshidabad  (4,538),  Malda  (3,559),  Din  a  j  pur  (1,904),  Hooghly 
(1,644),  Tippera  (1,530)  and  Chittagong  Hill  Tracts  (1,305).  On  the 
side  of  revaccination  increases  have  been  noticed  in  Mymensingh 
(168,000),  Tippera  (53,851),  Bankura  (39,312),  Noakhali  (24,579), 
Rangpur  (18,386),  Pabna  (9,991),  Faridpur  (9,009),  Malda  (8,455), 
Howrah  (3,842),  Jalpaiguri  (682)  and  Dinajpur  (500).  There  was  a 
general  decline  in  revaccination  cases  in  16  districts  of  which  Birbhum 
with  23,997  operations  heads  the  list.

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92.  Vaccination  in  municipalities — The  total  number  of  vaccina¬ 
tions  performed  m  Calcutta  during*  the  year  1934-35  was  331,044 
including  34,377  primary  and  296,667  revaccinations  against  a  total 
of  270,598  (including  29,073  primary  and  241,525  revaccinations) 
during  the  preceding  year.  Out  of  a  total  number  of  589,707  opera¬ 
tions  performed  in  all  municipalities  in  Bengal,  mufassal  municipali¬ 
ties  could  perform  only  258,663  operations  during  the  year  under 
review  against  317,862  operations  during  the  previous  year.  In  com¬ 
parison  with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  of  60,446 
vaccinations  in  Calcutta  while  in  mufassal  municipalities  there  was  a 
decrease  of  59,199  vaccinations.  This  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
operations  is  contributed  by  64  municipalities  out  of  a  total  of  117 
excluding  Calcutta.  The  number  of  persons  successfully  vaccinated 
per  mille  of  population  appears  to  be  below  30  in  35  municipalities 
of  which  Taki,  Sonamukhi,  Khulna  and  Murshidabad  recorded  only 
11*5,  11*8,  11  *9  and  12*2  successful  vaccinations  per  mille.  I  regret 
to  note  that  in  such  an  important  municipality  like  Howrah,  where 
the  population  is  224,873,  could  successfully  vaccinate  only  22*4 
persons  per  1,000  of  population.  The  municipal  authorities  of  Howrah 
which  is  the  second  city  in  Bengal,  should  try  their  utmost  to  improve 
the  vaccinal  condition  of  the  people. 

93.  Vaccinations  performed  by  other  agencies. — It  will  appear 
from  the  comparative  statement  below  that  the  total  number  of 
operations  performed  by  other  agencies  such  as  tea  gardens,  factories, 
railways,  steamers,  dispensaries  and  jails  has  decreased  by  7,548  and 
in  comparison  with  the  year  1932-33  it  has  decreased  by  39,925  opera¬ 
tions.  This  is  rather  disappointing.  During  the  year  under  review 
tea  gardens  and  railways  are  primarily  responsible  for  the  decrease. 
On  the  transfer  of  vaccination  work  from  the  control  of  the  Civil 
Surgeon  to  that  of  the  district  board  of  Darjeeling,  the  tea  gardens 
in  the  district  stopped  submission  of  vaccination  returns  to  the  District 
Health  Officer.  But  the  Darjeeling  Planters’  Association  lias  been 
able  to  induce  the  tea  garden  managers  to  submit  annual  vaccination 
returns  to  the  District  Health  Officer.  I  hope  this  procedure  will 
improve  the  situation.

94.  Cost  of  vaccination  (Vaccination  statement  No.  1) _ The  total 

cost  of  vaccination  in  1934-35  was  Rs.  4,49,249-1  against  Rs.  4,39,021-1-3 
during  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  of  Rs.  10,227-15-9  in 
the  whole  expenditure.  It  will  appear  from  the  statement  below  that 
Rs.  1,47,587-15  was  paid  from  the  provincial  fund  and  Rs.  1,58,684-9-9 
from  the  district  fund  and  Rs.  1,42,977-8-3  from  the  municipal  fund 
(including  Rs.  99,285  of  the  Calcutta  Corpor  ation)  against 
Rs.  1,52,342-7-3,  Rs.  1,46,189-3  and  Rs.  1,40,489-7,  respectively.  This 
reduction  in  the  expenditure  from  the  provincial  fund  is  mainly 
responsible  to  the  reduced  grant  for  free  vaccination  from  Rs.  50,000 
to  Rs.  45,000  and  also  to  the  retirement  of  some  inspectors  and 
sub-inspectors  of  vaccination.  The  total  expenditure  on  vaccination  by 
district  boards  and  municipalities  has  increased  by  Rs.  12,495-6-9  and 
by  Rs.  2,488-1-3,  respectively.  In  comparison  with  the  last  year,  it 
has  been  noticed  that  13  district  boards  increased  their  expenditure 
on  vaccination  of  which  Burdwan  (Rs.  3,097),  Rangpur  (Rs.  2,510) 
and  Noakhali  (Rs.  1,474)  were  prominent.  Amongst  the  districts 
which  decreased  their  expenditure,  Murshidabad  district  board  headed 
the  list.  They  reduced  their  expenditure  by  Rs.  4,704. 

Out  of  118  municipalities  only  46  municipalities  increased  their 
expenditure  on  vaccination  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  This 
increase  was  very  nominal  so  also  in  the  case  of  decrease. 

The  average  cost  of  each  successful  case  of  vaccination  in  the  whole 
province  was  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  that  is,  one  anna  and  nine 
pies.  It  was  one  anna  and  one  pie  in  the  rural  areas  and  ten  annas 
and  one  pie  in  the  municipalities.  It  varied  from  six  pies  in  Pabna 
and  Tippera  districts  to  thirteen  annas  and  six  pies  in  the  Asansol 
Mining  Settlement,  seven  annas  and  eight  pies  in  Darjeeling  and 
six  annas  and  two  pies  in  the  Chittagong  Hill  Tracts.  In  the  muni¬ 
cipalities  the  cost  varied  from  ten  pies  in  Rishra-Konnagar  municipality 
to  rupee  one,  eight  annas  and  six  pies  in  Howrah  municipality.  The 
cost  was  also  more  than  rupee  one  in  Asansol,  Sonamukhi,  Tamluk, 
South  Dum-Dum,  Khardah,  Kushtia,  Murshidabad,  Khulna,  Nator, 
Sherpur,  Mymensingh,  Muktagacha  and  Jhalakati  municipalities.

95.  Degree  of  protection  afforded  against  small-pox  during  the 
years  1925-26  to  1934-35  (Vaccination  statement  No.  Ill  and  the 
diagram). — The  ratio  of  deaths  from  small-pox  per  mille  of  population 
was  lowest  within  the  last  eight  years.  It  was  only  *13  in  the  whole 
province.  In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  deaths  from  small-pox 
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have  decreased  in  all  districts  except  two,  viz.,  Bogra  and  Pabna. 
The  district  of  Rangpur  with  869  deaths  stood  first  in  the  list  and  is 
followed  by  Calcutta  (832),  Pabna  (779),  Hooghly  (605),  Dacca  (516), 
Howrah  (375),  24-Parganas  (357),  Mymensingh  (351),  Midnapur  (342) 
and  Bogra  (311),  while  the  districts  of  Darjeeling,  Khulna,  Jalpaiguri, 
Jessore,  Murshidabad,  Bankura,  Earidpur  and  Bakarganj  recorded  only 
7,  23,  29,  34,  40,  44,  45  and  47  deaths  during  the  whole  year.  Out  of  a 
total  of  6,710  deaths,  5,434  deaths  occurred  in  the  rural  areas  and  1,276 
deaths  in  the  municipal  areas,  including  Calcutta.

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96.  Degree  of  protection  afforded  to  infants  (Vaccination  statement 
No.  IV). — During*  the  year  1934-35,  the  total  number  of  available 
infants  successfully  vaccinated  under  one  year  of  age  was  236-6  per 
mille  against  255-8  during  the  previous  year.  In  the  rural  areas  and 
municipalities  the  proportions  were  218-4  and  599-7  against  239*8  and 
550-8  in  the  preceding  year,  respectively.  Only  two  districts,  viz., 
Nadia  and  Rajshahi,  recorded  vaccination  of  703-3  and  522-0  per  mille 
of  infant  population.  The  district  of  Bakarganj  is  gradually  decreas¬ 
ing  their  infant  vaccinations.  It  was  8-7  per  mille  against  17-8  per 
mille  of  the  previous  year.  The  infant  vaccinations  in  the  districts 
of  Earidpur,  Rangpur  and  Mymensingh  are  not  at  all  encouraging. 
The  explanations  submitted  by  the  District  Health  Officers  of  these 
districts  are  not  satisfactory.  It  has  been  noticed  year  after  year  that 
the  proportions  of  infant  vaccinations  in  the  districts  of  the  Burdwan, 
Presidency  and  Rajshahi  Divisions  except  Rangpur  are  higher  than 
those  in  the  Dacca  and  Chittagong  Divisions.  Attention  of  the 
Chairmen  of  those  districts  have  been  drawn  to  this  deplorable  state 
of  things  but  I  am  sorry  to  report  that  it  has  made  no  impression 
upon  them.  Their  attention  is  again  being  drawn  to  it.  Bengal 
Vaccination  Act  is  in  force  in  all  urban  and  rural  areas  except  the 
Chittagong  Hill  Tracts  of  this  province,  still  the  superintendents  of 
vaccinations  neglect  to  enforce  it  strictly. 


Amongst  the  municipalities  the  proportion  of  infants  successfully 
vaccinated  per  mille  of  population  appears  to  be  very  hig'h  in  Rajshahi 
(1,234),  Kurseong  (1,088),  Meherpur  (1,023),  Calcutta  (1,022),  Dinaj- 
pur  (1,009)  and  Naihati  (1,000).  On  the  other  hand,  the  municipali¬ 
ties  of  Kharar,  Khirpai,  Birnagar  and  1ST alchiti  did  not  vaccinate  a 
single  child  although  the  number  of  such  children  available  for 
vaccination  was  55,  56,  33  and  20.  In  analysing  the  degree  of  pro¬ 
tection  it  has  been  found  that  Taki,  Sonamukhi,  Gfhatal,  TJttarpara, 
North  Dum-Dum,  Garulia,  Chakdaha,  Gaibandha,  Sherpur,  Mymen¬ 
singh,  Muktagacha,  Bajitpur,  Tangail,  Gauripur,  Madanpur,  Jhalakati, 
Bhola  and  Chittagong  could  show  a  proportion  from  7-1  to  J4-S. 
Twenty-two  municipalities  could  perform  500  and  above  per  milld  ol 
infants  successfully  vaccinated,  27  municipalities  between  30U  and  oUU, 
and  the  rest  between  100  and  300.  Special  inspectors  of  vaccination 
were  deputed  to  test  the  accuracy  of  vital  statistics  and  vaccinations 
to  each  of  the  municipalities  which  showed  high  proportion  of  ml  an 
vaccination  and  which  did  not  perform  any  vaccination  at  all  At

— The  former  including  the  inspectors  and  sub-inspectors 
of  vaccination  and  the  latter  comprising  of  the  Assistant  Health 
Officers  and  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  addition  to  supervising  and  checking 
the  work  of  the  subordinate  staff  performed  vaccinations  in  their 
respective  jurisdiction  as  follow's: —

In  comparing  the  work  of  both  the  staff  it  is  found  that  the  number 
of  vaccinations  performed  by  the  rural  public  health  staff  of  all 
districts  except  Midnapur,  24-Parganas,  Jalpaiguri,  Mymensingh  and 
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Bakarganj  exceeded  those  of  the  vaccination  inspecting  staff  In 
comparing  the  works  of  the  rural  public  health  staff  with  those  of  the 

nrS  'i  '  tv  ■  elfi  ",aS  clecrease  in  the  number  of  operations  performed 
by  this  staff  m  all  districts  except  those  in  the  districts  of  Bankura 
Howrah  24-Parganas,  Pabna  and  Faridpur;  while  the  works  of  the 
vaccination  inspecting  staff  deserve  severe  condemnation.  Their  works 
are  gradually  decreasing.  The  inspecting  staff  of  Rangpur  did  not 
perfoimi  a^smgle  case  during  the  year  under  review.  The  District 
t'fficers  are  requested  to  see  that  the  vaccination  inspecting 

stall  which  are  solely  engaged  for  vaccination  work,  do  their  work 
properly. 


100.  Inspection.— The  statement  (previously  numbered  vaccination 
•statement  JNo.  IV)  showing  particulars  of  vaccinations  verified  by  the 
inspecting*  officers,  has  been  discontinued  by  the  orders  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India.  Particulars  which  are  of  local  importance  are  stated 
here.  The  record  of  inspection  work  of  some  of  the  District  Health 
Ofhcers  is  extremely  disappointing  and  it  is  regretted  that  they  have 
not  yet  sufficiently  realised  their  heavy  responsibilities.  The  District 

,  of  ^  O  W  1  Si  IS  "fcfl  e  worst  in  this  respect.  For  the  last  few 

years  it  has  been  found  that  he  did  not  inspect  a  single  case  of 
vaccination.  The  District  Health  Officer  of  the  24-Parganas  inspected 
only  32  cases  during  the  whole  year;  so  also  in  the  districts  of  Tippera 
(130),  Birbhum  (236),  Darjeeling  (241),  Khulna  (308),  Bakarganj 
(352),  Nadia  (500),  Murshidabad  (545),  Mymensingli  (56T),  Pabna 
(601)  and  Dacca  (734),  the  District  Health  Officers  inspected  the 
number  of  cases  noted  against  each.  I  would  again  impress  upon 
them  that  careful  and  vigilant  inspection  is  necessary  to  give  an 
impetus  to  the  staff  under  them  to  discharge  their  duties  vigorously. 
Such  a  personal  control  is  demanded  to  prevent  unreliable  figures 
being  returned  to  give  a  false  sense  of  security.  The  work  done  by 
the  District  Health  Officer  of  Burdwan  is  highly  commendable.  He 
inspected  37,142  cases  and  is  followed  by  Rangpur  (16,601),  Dinajpur 
(12,025),  Jalpaiguri  (7,506)  and  Chittagong  (5,314).  The  other 
District  Health  Officers  inspected  below  5,000  cases.  Inspection  work 
of  the  rural  public  health  staff  and  the  vaccination  inspecting  staff 
is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  Eleven  districts  showed  inspection  of 
vaccination  cases  of  50,000  and  above;  twelve  districts  between  20,000 
and  50,000  and  the  rest  under  20,000.  In  Burdwan  district  the 
inspecting  staff  inspected  163,323  cases  out  of  131,553  operations 
performed  in  the  district  during  the  year  1934-35.  This  is  simply 
impossible.  This  is  an  example  of  what  I  have  said  beforehand.  The 
attention  of  the  District  Board  Chairman  is  being  drawn  to  it.  The 
next  district  wdiere  the  inspection  wrorks  were  largest  was  Mymensingh 
with  81,787  and  is  followed  by  Faridpur  (75,202),  Jalpaiguri  (75,089), 
Dinajpur  (67,880),  Midnapur  (67,641),  Malda  (67,032),  Dacca  (65,002), 
Rangpur  (64,491),  Murshidabad  (58,767)  and  24-Parganas  (54,616). 
Amongst  the  lowest  number  of  inspections  the  district  of  Birbhum, 
Bankura  and  Tippera  may  be  mentioned  where  the  ratio  of  inspection 
was  3,  2-8  and  8  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  vaccination.  These 
returns  are  very  poor.  The  inspecting  staff  should  be  warned. 

101.  Bengal  Vaccine  Institute. — The  Local  Government  changed 
the  nomenclature  from  the  Bengal  Vaccine  Depot  to  the  Bengal 
Vaccine  Institute,  as  it  was  not  only  a  store  house  of  vaccine  lymph 
but  a  manufacturing  centre  of  a  highly  specialised  type  of  vaccine 
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under  modern  bacteriological  technique.  To  meet  emergencies  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  best  quality  of  lymph  has  been  kept°  in  stock 
(lining  the  pi e\  1011s  yeais,  so  to  avoid  wastage  a  smaller  number  of 
calves  were  vaccinated.  1,411  calves  were  accepted  during  the  year 
against  1,898,  2,632  and  3,430  calves  of  the  three  previous  years. 
Due  to  the  introduction  of  the  recent  technique  of  vaccination  and 
regenerating  the  seed  lymph  by  up-to-date  method  the  yield  per  calf 
has  increased  enormously.  In  fact,  it  has  been  doubled  in  course  of 
few  years.  The  average  yield  of  pulp  per  calf  in  1934-35  was  400 
grains  ag’ainst  382  and  339  grains  during*  the  two  previous  years. 
Thus  with  the  minimum  number  of  calves,  the  maximum  quantity  of 
lymph  was  manufactured.  3,177,788  grains  of  lymph  were  manufac¬ 
tured  against  4,190,558  and  6,362,104  grains  during  the  two  preceding 
years.  With  a  balance  of  6,342,610  grains  in  hand,  the  total  issue 
of  lymph  to  all  bodies  in  Bengal  was  3,587,396  grains.  All  the 
samples  of  our  preparations  were  found  bacteriologically  fit  without  a 
single  exception  while  calf  potency  and  human  arm  tests  were  cent, 
per  cent,  successful.  I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  mortality  rate  of 
calves  lias  been  brought  down  to  nil.  The  average  cost  of  manufacture 
per  dose  of  a  half  grain  is  only  one  pie.  The  total  expenditure 
including  overhead  charges  for  supervision,  etc.,  was  Rs.  42,022-9-9 
against  43,499-1-3  and  48,230-13-10  during  two  preceding  years.  Due 
to  the  absence  of  small-pox  epidemic  lymph  to  the  value  of  Rs.  8,713-11 
was  sold  as  against  Rs.  11,228-8  and  Rs.  11,412.  If  the  five-year  cycle 
of  small-pox  epidemic  commences  next  year,  necessary  arrangements 
have  been  made  to  meet  all  extra  demands  for  lymph. 

102.  Summary. — The  protection  which  vaccination  and  revaccina¬ 
tion  affords  cannot  be  disputed  by  any  one  who  has  had  actual 
experience  in  dealing  with  small-pox.  The  long  experience  of  the 
country  has  taught  us  that — 

(a)  the  Bengal  Vaccination  Act  has  been  extended  to  all  rural  and 
municipal  areas,  so  legal  prosecution  can  be  made  to  enforce  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  law  if  pursuasion  fails ; 

(b)  beyond  all  question,  the  mortality  from  small-pox  is  much  less 
now  than  in  pre-vaccination  days; 

(c)  the  greatest  diminution  in  the  small-pox  mortality  is  found  in 
the  early  years  of  life,  in  which  there  is  most  vaccination; 

t'  y 

(d)  the  fatality  rate  among  persons  attacked  by  small-pox  is  much 
greater,  age  for  age  among  the  unvaccinated  than  among  the  vacci¬ 
nated  ; 

( e )  the  protection  afforded  by  vaccination  wanes  with  the  lapse  of 
time,  so  revaccination  is  necessary  at  regular  intervals,  specially  when 
there  is  an  epidemic; 

(/)  though  early  diagnosis,  prompt  isolation  of  <  small-pox  patients 
in  suitable  hospitals,  effective  disinfection,  supervision  of  contacts,  and 
other  such  public  health  methods  are  invaluable,  they  are  no  substitute 
for  vaccination. 
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Chapter  XII 


OTHER  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

A. — Industrial  Hygiene. 

103.  Septic  tank  latrines. — The  following  list  will  show  the  various 
plans  of  septic  tank  latrines  and  activated  sludge  plant  approved  by  the 
Bengal  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1934:  — 

(a)  Septic  tank  latrines — 

(1)  National  Petroleum  Company  Limited — one  latrine.

The  number  of  plans  approved  in  1934  was  7  against  6  in  1933. 

Number  of  visits,  samples  of  effluents  and  action  taken. — Four 

hundred  and  three  inspections  were  made  during  1934  against  339  in 
1933.  1,039  samples  of  effluents,  including  998  chemical  and  41 

bacteriological,  were  examined  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
Besides,  6  chemical  and  997  samples  of  chlorinated  effluents  were 
tested  by  chloroscope  on  the  spot  for  residual  chlorine.  Thus,  the  total 
number  of  samples  examined  during  the  year  was  2,022  including  1,004 
chemical  and  1,018  bacteriological  samples  against  1,550  in  1933.  Of 
the  bacteriological  samples,  15  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  bad  against 
24*2  per  cent,  in  1933  and  50  per  cent,  in  1932.  This  spectacular 
improvement  was  due  mainly  to  the  change  of  method  in  the  supervision 
work.  Hnder  the  old  procedure,  bacteriological  samples  of  effluents 
collected  by  the  Inspector  of  Septic  Tank  Installations  were  first  examin¬ 
ed  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  the  authorities  concern¬ 
ed  were  then  advised  through  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  to  rectify 
the  defects  revealed  in  the  analysis.  This  was  a  meandering  course, 
without  a  direct  urge  for  remedial  action.  Now  that  the  Inspector  cf 
Septic  Tank  Installations  has  been  provided  with  an  apparatus  for  a 
local  bacteriological  examination  of  the  effluents,  the  mill  authorities 
were  shown  the  defects  on  the  spot  which  were  in  most  cases  readily 
attended  to. 
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Titagarh  and  Bhatpara  sewage  works. — Samples  of  effluents  were 
periodically  examined  chemically  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Labo¬ 
ratory,  the  results  being  in  most  cases  satisfactory.  As  the  final  effluents 
from  these  works  are  not  chlorinated,  they  cannot  be  expected  to  he 
sterile. 

Health  propaganda  work. — The  mill  authorities  did  not  see  their 
way  yet  to  revive  the  health  propaganda  work  by  means  of  magic  lantern 
and  cinema  shows  which  they  used  to  carry  on  in  the  interest  of  their 
employees  during  the  predepression  days.  The  Bengal  Public  Health 
Department,  however,  supplied,  as  usual,  health  posters  and  leaflets 
for  display  and  distribution  in  the  mill  areas.  Vaccination  against 
smallpox  and  inoculation  against  cholera  were  performed  by  the  mill 
medical  officers  as  a  routine  measure. 

Nuisances. — The  Inspector  of  Septic  Tank  Installations  personally 
detected  during  inspections  several  cases  of  nuisances  and  advised  their 
removal. 

improvements. — The  floating  population  and  not  the  septic  tank 
effluents  being  mainly  responsible  for  the  pollution  of  the  Hooghly  river, 
the  construction  of  a  series  of  septic  tank  latrines  on  the  river  banks 
with  requisite  port  regulations  for  their  use  by  the  former  is  expected 
to  improve  the  situation. 


B. — Mines  (Asansol  Mines  Board  of  Health). 

104.  Meteorology  and  economic  conditions. — The  total  rainfall  in 
1934  was  44  *46  inches  or  8-54  inches  less  than  the  normal.  Economic¬ 
ally,  the  condition  of  the  cultivating  class  became  worse  as  the  rate 
of  wages  (which  is  their  supplementary  source  of  seasonal  income)  under¬ 
went  further  reductions  due  to  lack  of  demand  for  labour. 

Vital  statistics. — 11,133  births  with  a  birth  rate  of  29  .•  1  per  mille 
were  registered  in  1934  against  11,986  births  with  a  birth  rate  of  31*3 
per  mille  in  1933.  There  was,  thus,  a  decrease  of  853  births  in  1934 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  There  were  altogether  8,567  deaths 
from  all  causes  with  a  death  rate  of  22  ;3  per  mille  registered  in 
1934  against  6,989  deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  18*2  per  mille  in  1933 
showing  an  increase  of  1,578  deaths  or  22  •  5  per  cent,  in  the  death  rate. 
Thus,  in  the  mining  settlement  area  there  was  a  higher  death  rate  with 
a  lower  birth  rate  in  1934  due  mainly  to  the  after  effects  of  the  malaria 
epidemic  of  1933. 

Infant  mortality. — 1,876  infants  under  one  year  died  during  the  year 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  169  *4  per  1,000  births  against  136  *6 
in  the  preceding  year.  The  one  single  factor  contributing  to  the  rise 
in  the  infant  mortality  is  the  intensive  prevalence  of  malaria  epidemic 
in  the  previous  year  which  is  always  followed  by  a  falling  birth  rate 
and  a  high  infant  mortality  rate. 

Epidemic  diseases. —  (a)  Cholera. — There  were  151  deaths  from 
cholera  with  a  death  rate  of  0*39  per  mille  in  1934  against  29  deaths 
with  a  death  rate  of  0  *  07  per  mille  in  the  previous  year.  There  was 
an  epidemic  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  Asansol  Mining  Settlement  in 
1934.  73,819  inoculations  were  performed.  This  epidemic  is  alleged 

to  have  been  due  to  epidemics  in  the  neighbouring  districts  of  Bengal, 
and  Bihar  and  Orissa. 
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(b)  Small-pox. — Small-pox  accounted  for  23  deaths  in  1934  against 
33  deaths  in  the  previous  year,  the  death  rates  being  0  *  06  and  0  r  03  per 
mille,  respectively.  The  Asansol  Mining  Settlement  enjoyed  compara¬ 
tive  immunity  from  small-pox  due  to  protection  afforded  by  mass  revac¬ 
cination  during  the  last  two  years. 

Malaria. — Malaria  took  86  lives  in  1934  against  114  in  1933,  while 
fevers  of  all  kinds  including  malaria  were  responsible  for  3,593  deaths 
against  3,013  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  Anti-malaria  operations 
were  carried  out  in  three  selected  areas,  viz.,  Chanda,  Bollompur  and 
Singaran,  comprising  a  total  area  of  8  square  miles  with  14  villages, 
4  collieries  and  a  paper  mill.  The  actual  operations  consisted  of  (a) 
survey  and  treatment  of  mosquito-breeding  places,  (b)  propaganda,  ( c ) 
treatment  of  patients  and  (d)  investigation  including  identification  and 
dissection  of  adult  mosquitoes  and  degree  of  infectivity.  There  were 
adequate  laboratory  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  investigation  work. 

Pneumonia  and  other  respiratory  diseases. — Pneumonia  claimed 
532  victims  in  1934  while  506  deaths  were  recorded  from  other  respira¬ 
tory  diseases;  12*1  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  is  attributed  to  these 
causes.  The  higher  rate  of  mortality  from  pneumonia  as  in  the  whole 
of  Bengal  is  to  be  attributed  in  the  mining  settlement  area  particularly, 
to  the  variations  in  temperature  and  humidity  to  which  the  miners  are 
exposed. 

Maternity  and  Child  welfare. — Three  maternity  and  infant  welfare 
centres  were  maintained  by  the  Board  for  the  benefit  of  the  working 
mothers  and  their  babies.  These  centres  were  under  the  management 
of  trained  health  visitors  supervised  by  a  Lady  Superintendent.  Three 
other  units  were  also  run  by  three  junior  health  visitors.  Baby  weeks 
were  celebrated  in  eight  different  centres  under  the  auspices  of  the 
local  Health  and  Baby  Welfare  Society  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
Board.  The  Board’s  health  propaganda  work,  although  confined  to  two 
months  in  a  year,  is  growing  in  popularity. 

School  hygiene  and  medical  inspection  of  school  children. — The  post 
of  the  School  Medical  Officer  was  retrenched  from  May  1934.  He  had 
already  examined  700  students  in  10  schools  during  his  incumbency 
this  year. 


C. — Public  Analyst. 

105.  (1)  (i)  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory. — (a)  Water. — The 

total  number  of  samples  of  water  from  the  various  sources  examined 
chemically  and  bacteriologically  during  1934  were  1,714  and  3,252, 
respectively,  as  compared  with  1,704  and  3,167  during  the  previous  year. 
Of  these  samples,  1,194  (chemical)  and  2,089  (bacteriological)  were 
accounted  for  jute  mill  water  supplies.  Altogether  180  samples  were 
analysed  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically  from  the  various  muni¬ 
cipal  waterworks  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Calcutta  laboratory. 

The  results  obtained  by  analysis  of  water  samples  from  the  various 
sources  throughout  the  year  showed  (a)  that  the  hardness  of  raw  river 
water  diminished  with  the  onset  of  rains  and  that  the  raw  water  col¬ 
lected  from  the  river  Hooghly  was  harder  than  that  of  the  other  rivers, 
(6)  that  settling  of  filtration  did  not  affect  the  hardness  but  greatly 
reduced  the  quantity  of  iron  when  it  was  high,  organic  matter  was 
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invariably  got  rid  of  and  the  water  was  considerably  improved  bacte¬ 
riologically  and  ( c )  that  chlorination  provided  that  it  was  effective  made 
the  water  bacteriologically  perfectly  safe. 

(b)  Sewage  effluents. — During  1934,  998  samples  of  sewage  effluents 
were  examined  chemically  and  41  bacteriologically  against  823  and  660, 
respectively,  during  the  previous  year.  Another  41  samples  were 
examined  for  ankylostoma  ova  during  the  year.  Twelve  trade  samples 
were  also  examined  chemically.  The  Inspector  of  Septic  Tanks  Ins¬ 
tallations  having  been  provided  with  a  chloroscope  apparatus  for  local 
test  of  sewage  effluents  from  the  bacteriological  point  of  view,  the 
practice  of  bacteriological  examination  of  such  effluents  at  the  Bengal 
Public  Health  Laboratory  was  abandoned. 

(c)  Foodstuffs. — 6,972  samples  of  food  articles  were  received  during 
1934  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  5,707  samples  were 
analysed,  the  results  of  those  received  from  district  boards  and  muni¬ 
cipalities  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table :  —

Of  the  736  samples  of  milk  received  from  hospitals  for  analysis,  35 
were  found  adulterated,  and  of  the  16  samples  of  ghee  received  from  the 
same  source,  3  were  adulterated.  The  above  table  will  show  that  a 
smaller  number  of  samples  of  mustard  oil  was  found  adulterated  in  1934 
than  in  the  previous  year,  while  the  adulteration  of  ghee  was  on  an 
increase.  The  local  bodies  have  all  along  evinced  an  undue  attention 
to  the  analysis  of  mustard  oil  and  have  supplied  its  samples  for  analysis 
at  an  increased  number  from  year  to  year.  Mustard  oil  is  one  of  the 
food  articles  which  is  consumed  by  the  rich  and  the  poor  alike  in  Bengal, 
but  its  nutritive  quality  does  not  deteriorate  by  admixture  of  such  oils 
as  are  derived  from  groundnut,  sesame,  linseed  and  niger  seed.  The 
really  harmful  adulterants  are  pakra  seed,  castor  seed  and  mineral  oils 
which  are  much  less  frequently  used.  The  wrong  notion  that  adult¬ 
erated  mustard  oil  is  the  cause  of  epidemic  dropsy  probably  ascribes  to 
the  ever-increasing  number  of  mustard  oil  samples  which  is  received 
for  analysis  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory  from  the  local 
bodies  from  year  to  year.  In  the  rural  areas,  the  adulteration  of  milk 
underwent  a  slight  decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year  while  in 
the  municipal  areas,  the  reverse  was  the  case.  The  adulteration  of 
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dalii  would  appear  to  be  very  extensively  practised  and  the  local  bodies 
do  not  seem  yet  to  have  deemed  it  essential  to  organise  effective  check  on 
it.  In  a  list  of  good  foods,  milk  and  milk  products  rank  high,  whereas 
mustard  oil  finds  no  place  in  it. 

The  following  statements  would  show  that  (1)  since  1932,  an  increas¬ 
ingly  larger  number  of  mustard  oil  samples  have  been  received  for 
analysis  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory,  although  its  juris¬ 
diction  has  been  reduced  to  the  extent  to  which  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
district  public  health  laboratories  has  been  enlarged,  (2)  that  except¬ 
ing  mustard  oil,  adulteration  of  other  articles  of  food  has  not  under¬ 
gone  any  appreciable  reduction,  (3)  that  larger  amount  of  analysis  work 
had  each  year  to  be  performed  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
and  (4)  that  sampling  has  been  carried  on  perfunctorily  and  no  sound 
procedure  has  yet  emerged  from  working.  On  the  whole,  the  statistics 
do  not  warrant  any  compliment  to  the  local  bodies  for  the  proper 
administration  of  the  Bengal  Food  Adulteration  Act.  Had  the  local 
bodies  followed  a  definite  sampling  policy  and  had  deterrent  punish¬ 
ments  been  meted  out  to  the  offenders  under  the  law,  better  results 
might  in  all  probability  have  accrued  without  increasing  pressure  of 
work  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory.

(1)  (a)  The  liter  value  of  29  samples  of  mustard  oil,  10  of  Brassica 
Napus,  11  of  Brassica  Capmistris  and  8  of  Brassica  Juncea  ranged  from 
15*8  to  20  *9,  the  average  being  17. 7.  The  probable  range  of  the  liter 
which  include  99  *7  per  cent,  of  the  samples  is  12.6  to  22*8. 

(b)  The  acetyl  value  of  14  samples  of  mustard  oil  expressed  from  the 
same  three  varieties  of  mustard  seeds  was  very  variable,  20-5  to  87  •  7. 
As  the  acetyl  value  of  castor  oil  is  about  200,  mustard  oil  with  an  acetyl 
value  of  20  to  30  mav  not  be  adulterated  with  it. 

(c)  The  specific  gravity  of  the  same  14  samples  at  15  •  5°C.  taken  by 
a  Pyknometre  ranged  from  :  9128  to  *9175. 

( d )  Oswald’s  tube  was  found  very  convenient  for  determining  the 
viscosity  value.  The  flow  of  oil  in  the  tube  was  observed  at  40°C.  in  a 
thermostat  and  the  time  of  flow  recorded  in  seconds.  The  viscosity 
value  is  given  by  the  formula  t'  s'/ts,  where  t'  and  s'  and  t  and  s  are  the 
time  of  flow  and  the  specific  gravity  of  the  oil  and  water,  respectively. 

The  range  of  this  value  in  the  above  stated  14  samples  of  mustard 
oil  was  from  66  *1  to  73*6.  Below  is  a  comparative  table  showing  the 
value  of  this  constant  as  well  as  the  saponification  and  iodine  values 
and  refraction  reading  of  mustard  oil  adulterated  with  known  quantities 
of  other  oils  which  are  its  common  adulterants  :  —

The  viscosity  value  may  prove  to  be  of  particular  service  in  the 
detection  of  that  common  adulterant  niger  seed  oil  in  mustard  oil. 

(2)  The  fatty  acid  fraction  consisting  of  crucic  acid  and  saturated 
acids  was  isolated  by  Tortelli  and  Fortini’s  method.  The  melting  point 
of  this  acid  fraction  of  genuine  mustard  oil  was  found  to  be  40°C. 
— 42°C.  and  the  iodine  value  59  •  0 — 69  •  2  and  there  is  a  distinct 
departure  of  these  values  of  the  fraction  when  mustard  oil  is  adulterat¬ 
ed. 

(3)  Cow  ghee  blended  of  products  of  several  animals  in  the  first 
four  months  of  lactation  and  that  from  those  of  other  animals  in  the 
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last  four  months  were  found  to  have  the  following  values  of  the  cons¬

(4)  The  melting  point  of  sterol  acetate  isolated  from  samples  adult¬ 
erated  with  hardened  vegetable  oils  by  the  modified  digitonin  method 
was  found  to  be  118°C.  or  over. 

It  is  essential  (a)  to  wash  the  precipitate  of  sterol  digitonide  free  of 
any  paraffin  wax  and  ( b )  to  determine  the  melting  point  of  the  crystals 
after  at  least  the  third  crystallisation. 

(ii)  Dacca  Branch  Public  Health  Laboratory. — (a)  Water  analysis. 
— Three  hundred  and  sixty-one  samples  of  water  (including  335  routine, 
6  from  different  jails,  3  from  different  military  camps  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  17  from  other  sources)  were  examined  chemically  and  1,341  samples 
(including  911  routine,  12  from  different  jails,  7  from  different  military 
camps,  323  from  Government  House  and  88  from  other  sources)  were 
examined  bacteriologically  in  1934  against  364  and  1,178,  respectively, 
in  1933. 

( b )  The  total  number  of  samples  of  sewage  from  the  Dacca  sewage 
works  examined  chemically  in  1934  was  343  against  the  same  number 
in  the  previous  year.  No  sample  was  examined  bacteriologically. 

(c)  Only  two  samples  of  alum  were  examined  in  1934. 

(d)  Food  analysis. — 4,216  samples  of  food-stuffs  were  analysed  in 
1934  against  5,087  in  1933  and  certificates  for  4,527  samples  were  issued 
during  the  same  year  against  4,805  in  1933.  Of  the  certified  samples, 
2,993  were  received  from  district  boards  and  1,534  from  municipalities, 
the  percentage  of  adulteration  detected  being  53  and  36,  respectively.

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It  would  appear  from  the  above  table  that  milk  and  milk  products 
were  as  widely  adulterated  as  in  the  previous  years.  The  local  bodies 
paid  undue  attention  to  the  analysis  of  mustard  oil,  although  the  proper 
thing  for  them  would  have  been  to  take  more  vigorous  action  to  check 
the  adulteration  of  milk  and  milk  products  which  are  the  most  important 
food  articles  for  people  of  all  ages. 

Samples  of  food-stuffs  were  received  from  all  the  seven  district 
boards  and  20  out  of  the  26  municipalities  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Dacca  Public  Health  Laboratory.

The  above  statement  indicates,  in  order  of  extent,  the  adulteration 
of  food  articles  practised  in  the  various  districts  and  the  municipal 
areas  in  the  Dacca  and  Chittagong  Divisions.  Compared  with  the 
previous  year,  the  percentage  of  adulteration  has  generally  gone  higher. 
The  paucity  of  samples  received  for  analysis  from  the  district  board  of 
Bakarganj  seems  to  show  that  the  administration  of  the  Bengal  Food 
Adulteration  Act  which  is  a  law  for  the  safety  of  the  people  was  not 
carried  out  in  it  as  energetically  as  it  should  have  been  done.  Each 
of  the  eleven  out  of  the  20  municipalities,  who  took  any  action  under 
the  law,  sent  less  than  10  samples  for  analysis  throughout  the  whole 
year,  which  is  a  proof  in  itself  how  the  Bengal  Food  Adulteration  Act 
was  neglected  in  them.  The  municipalities  of  1ST alchiti,  Muktagacha, 
Gauripur,  Bhola,  Cox’s  Bazar  and  Aoakhali  did  not  take  any  action

under  the  law,  the  Noakhali  municipality  standing  in  a  pointed  con¬ 
trast  with  the  Noakhali  district  board  in  which  the  minimum  adultera¬ 
tion  of  food  articles  was  detected  in  1934.  While  the  blame  of  inacti¬ 
vity  could  be  reposed  on  some  local  bodies  in  taking  steps  under  the  law, 
all  of  them  seem  to  have  followed  a  wrong  policy  in  the  matter  in  as 
much  as  they  did  not  pay  well  adjusted  attention  having  regard  to  the 
nutritive  importance  of  food  articles. 

106.  (2)  Bengal  Excise  Laboratory. — 8,718  samples  received  from 

the  Excise  and  the  Police  Departments  were  examined  at  the  Bengal 
Excise  Laboratory  during  the  year  1934,  as  against  7,922  in  the  previous 
year.  The  following  table  furnishes,  in  detail,  the  work  carried  out  at 
this  laboratory  during  1934  :  —

(iv)  Clinical  work. — Six  hundred  and  seventy-one  samples,  consist¬ 
ing  of  blood  227,  urine  159,  stool  160,  throat  swab  44,  sputum  16,  hair 
21,  cervical  swab  11,  cerebrospinal  fluid  3,  pus  15,  auto-vaccine  5  and 
scrapings  3,  were  chemically  examined  against  507  in  1933. 


D. — Port  Health  Administration  (Sanitation  in  the  Ports  of  Calcutta 

and  Chittagong). 

109.  (a)  Port  Of  Calcutta. — ( i )  Inspecton  of  vessels. — During  the 
year  1934,  the  town  and  the  port  of  Calcutta  were  free  from  plague 
infection  and  hence  no  routine  disinfection  of  clothing  and  bedding  of 
the  Asiatic  and  African  crew  and  of  third  class  deck  passengers  of 
ships  leaving  for  any  port  beyond  British  India  was  enforced.  The 
total  numbers  of  European  and  Asiatic  seamen  inspected  on  incoming 
vessels  during  the  year  were,  respectively,  95  and  653  against  202  and 
1,276  of  the  previous  year.  In  outgoing  vessels,  the  numbers  were, 
respectively,  14,364  and  52,544  against  16,855  and  72,707. 

(ii)  Public  Health  (European). —  During  the  year  1934,  there  were 
8  deaths  in  hospitals  among  the  European  seamen  who  arrived  at  this 
Port,  as  compared  with  5  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

(Hi)  Public  Health  (Asiatic). — The  total  number  of  deaths  reported 
by  the  police  during  1934  was  208  against  140  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
these,  4  deaths  were  due  from  cholera,  11  from  fever,  4  from  heart 
failure,  27  from  drowning,  2  from  burning,  17  from  accidental  fall,  1 
from  hanging,  3  from  suicide  and  139  from  natural  causes. 

(iv)  Infectious  diseases. — During  1934,  six  ships  with  infectious 
diseases  on  board  arrived  at  this  port  and  they  were  disinfected  by  the 
Calcutta  Port  Health  Department.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  was 
reported  to  have  occurred  on  undecked  native  sea-going  craft.  No  case 
of  sleeping  sickness  was  found  on  any  vessel  arriving  from  the  East 
African  ports  nor  was  any  alien  leper  detected  to  have  entered  the 
province  through  the  port  of  Calcutta  during  the  year  1934. 

(v)  Unwholesome  food-stuffs. — Two  samples  of  suspected  ghee  used 
as  ration  for  lascar  crew  were  examined  at  the  Bengal  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  of  which  one  was  found  to  be  genuine  and  the  other  highly 
adulterated. 
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( vi )  Disinfection  and  fumigation. — Seventeen  sea-going  vessels,  19 
inland  steamers,  flats  and  launches  and  21  lighters,  bhars  and  dinghis 
were  disinfected  in  1934.  Forty-one  sea-going  vessels-  were  fumigated 
with  the  Clayton  apparatus. 

(vii)  Deratisation  of  ships. — Forty-one  deratisation  certificates  and 
20  deratisation  exemption  certificates  were  issued  in  1934. 

( viii )  Examination  of  rats. — Seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  rats 
caught  in  the  port  of  Calcutta  were  examined  at  the  Bengal  Public 
Health  Laboratory  during  the  year  1934,  none  of  which  was  found  to 
have  plague  infection.  5,818  rats  were  reported  to  have  been  killed 
by  the  Port  Commissioners’  staff  within  the  docks  and  jetties. 

(ix)  Vaccination.^— At  the  request  of  the  shipping  agents,  644  deck 
passengers  of  40  ships  proceeding  to  the  Straits  were  vaccinated  by  the 
Calcutta  Port  Health  Department  on  payment  in  1934.  About  100 
persons  of  the  floating  population  of  the  port  were  also  vaccinated,  free 
of  charge. 

110.  (b)  Port  Of  Ghittagong. —  (i)  General  sanitation. — During 

the  year  1934,  the  general  sanitation  of  the  port  was  satisfactory.  Five 
cases  of  chicken-pox  occurred  amongst  the  crews  of  three  steamers. 
The  patients  were  removed  to  the  hospital  and  necessary  disinfection 
measures  were  taken.  Information  in  each  case  was  also  sent  to  the 
next  port  of  call  by  wire.  About  30  cases  of  beri-beri  were  found  among 
the  deck  passengers  of  the  steamers  arriving  at  Chittagong  from 
Rangoon. 

(it)  Public  Health  (European) . — Sixteen  European  seamen  were 
treated  in  the  hospital  during  1934,  of  whom  2  suffered  from  dysentery, 
1  from  diarrhoea,  1  from  malarial  fever,  1  from  appendicitis,  1  from 
carbuncle  and  the  rest  from  other  diseases.  There  was  no  death  in  the 
hospital  among  them. 

(Hi)  Public  Health  (Asiatic). — Seventy-six  Asiatic  seamen  were 
treated  in  the  hospital,  of  whom  4  suffered  from  diarrhoea,  3  from 
dysentery,  5  from  pneumonia,  7  from  influenza,  5  from  chicken-pox,  1 
from  enteric  fever,  9  from  malaria,  4  from  other  fevers,  3  from  beri¬ 
beri,  8  from  injuries  and  the  rest  from  other  causes.  There  were 
altogether  3  deaths  among  them. 

(iv)  Vaccination. — Two  hundred  and  eight  seamen  were  vaccinated 
during  the  year. 

(v)  Disinfection  and  fumigation. — Nine  ships  were  partially  disin¬ 
fected  and  fumigated. 

(vi)  No  alien  leper  entered  the  province  through  this  port  during  the 
year  1934. 


Chapter  XIII 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

111.  Personal  proceedings. — I  held  the  post  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Health  throughout  the  year.  Dr  B.  B.  Brahmachari  held  the 
post  of  the  Director  of  the  Bengal  Public  Health  Laboratory  up  to  the 
31st  October  1934  when  he  retired  from  service.  Dr.  A.  K.  Sen  was 
appointed  from  the  1st  November  1934  to  fill  up  the  vacancy  caused  by 
Dr.  Brahmachari’s  retirement  and  held  charge  of  the  post  during  the 
remaining  period  of  the  year.  Under  Government  order  No.  621P.H., 
dated  the  5th  March  1934,  the  post  of  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public 
Health,  School  Hygiene,  was  abolished  from  the  16th  February  1934 
and  Dr.  S.  N.  Mitra  who  held  it  was  appointed  to  the  post  of  the 
Assistant  Director  of  Public  Health,  Bajshahi  Circle,  which  was 
revived  at  the  same  time.  There  was  no  other  change  in  the  superior 
personnel  of  the  department.  All  my  subordinates  did  satisfactory 
work.

The  Report  of*  the  Director  of  Public  Health,  Bengal,  for  the  year 
1934. 

Vital  Statistics. — The  number  of  births  recorded  during  the  year  1934 
was, .  1,  464,  520  against  1,473,  944  in  1933,  and  the  number  of  deaths  1,176,887 
against  1,197,885.  ,  Thes  births  therefore  exceeded  the  deaths  by  287,633 
as  against  an  excess  of  276,  059  in  1933.  It  was  only  in  Calcutta  and  the 
districts  of  Birbhum  and  Bogra  that  there  was  an  excess  of  deaths  over 
births,  viz.,  7*2,  0-8  and  2-4  per  mille,  respectively;  Jessore  which  had  shown 
a  similar  result  since  1927,  succeeded  in  checking  its  course  of  deterioration 
and  actually  reported  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  1934. 

The  proportion  of  male  and  female  births  was  nearly  the  same  as  in  the 
preceding  year,  t.e.,  107  males  to  every  100  females. 

The  rate  of  natural  increase  was  again  the  lowest  (5*7  per  mille)  in  this 
province,  the  highest  rate  being  12-31  per  mille  in  the  Punjab. 

Although  the  rate  of  infant  mortality  per  1,000  births  came  down  from 
200-1  in  1933  to  189-2  in  1934,  the  total  number  of  deaths  among  infants 
under  the  age  of  1  in  the  latter  year  was  277,194,  which  represented  23-5  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  province.  There  is  thus  ample 
scope  for  improvement  in  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  work  in  the  province. 

2.  Cholera. — 50,742  deaths  occurred  from  cholera  in  1934  against  29,242 
in  1933  ;  this  represented  an  increase  of  66-7  per  cent,  over  the  mortality 
rate  of  the  previous  year,  but  a  decrease  of  9-1  per  cent,  on  the  average  of 
the  previous  quinquennium.  Two  other  provinces  only  (Central  Provinces 
and  Bihar  and  Orissa)  recorded  a  higher  mortality  rate.  Against  the  pro¬ 
vincial  rate  of  mortality  of  1  -  0  per  mille,  Faridpur  district  returned  the  highest 
rate,  viz.,  2-3  per  mille  followed  by  Bakarganj  (2-2)  and  Murshidabad  (2-1). 
All  the  districts  showed  higher  mortality  than  in  1933  except  Dacca  and 
Tippera  where  the  fall  was  however  only  slight.  Darjeeling  was  free  from 
cholera  as  in  1933.  Of  the  total  deaths  from  cholera,  3,196  occurred  in  the 
towns  and  47, 546  in  the  rural  areas. 

2,442,620  cubic  centimetres  of  anti- cholera  vaccine  were  issued  during 
the  year  against  1,232,530  in  1933.  The  number  of  inoculations  performed 
was  2,106,269  against  1,036,643  in  1933. 

Preventive  measures  were  adopted,  as  usual,  including  disinfection  of 
sources  of  water  supply,  inoculation,  and  education  propaganda  work. 
Whenever  possible,  assistance  was  rendered  to  local  authorities  in  anti-cholera 
work. 
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3.  Small-pox. — Small-pox  took  a  toll  of  8,296  lives  in  1934  against  15,426 
in  1933,  thus  showing  a  reduction  in  the  death  rate  from  -3  to  *2  per  mille. 
The  death  rate  was  the  highest  in  April  and  the  lowest  in  September  to  Nov¬ 
ember.  Calcutta  alone  was  responsible  for  1,074  deaths  but  there  was  a 
substantial  decrease  in  other  towns  which  registered  only  424  deaths  ;  the 
incidence  in  Calcutta  ( •  9  per  mille)  was,  however,  lower  than  that  of  the  last 
year  and  also  of  the  last  decade. 

The  percentage  of  mortality  among  young  children,  especially  children 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  ten,  continued  to  be  very  high.  377  infants 
under  one  year  and  966  children  between  one  and  ten  years  died  of  small-pox 
as  against  808  and  915  respectively  in  1933. 

Small-pox  accounted  for  *7  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality 
against  1*3  per  cent,  in  1933.  Five  other  provinces  recorded  a  higher 
percentage  of  mortality. 

The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  increased  from  6,637,097  to  6,791,962. 
The  average  cost  of  each  successful  case  of  vaccination  was  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  two  years,  viz.,  1  anna  9  pies,  while  the  cost  of  manufacture  of  a 
grain  of  lymph  rose  from  1  •  4  pies  to  2  pies. 

4.  Malaria  and  kala-azar. — Fevers  accounted  for  64*9  per  cent,  of  the 
total  provincial  mortality  as  against  67-8  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year  ;  of 
this  malaria  and  kala-azar  were  responsible  for  32  •  9  and  1  •  2  per  cent,  res¬ 
pectively.  The  number  of  deaths  from  fevers  fell  from  812,393  in  1933  to 
764,492  in  1934,  the  death  rate  being  153  per  mille  of  population  against  16*3 
in  1933  and  14-6  during  the  last  quinquennium. 

Out  of  the  above  number,  malaria  claimed  387,191  and  kala-azar  14,763 
as  against  413,922  and  13,447  respectively  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  intensity  of  fever  mortality  was  highest  in  Birbhum  (26  per  mille) 
and  lowest  in  Calcutta  (3*5). 

The  death  rate  from  malaria  was  heaviest  in  Rajshahi  with  17-8  per  mille 
Nadia  (16-2),  Murshidabad  (15-5),  Birbhum  (15-4),  Malda  (15),  Jessore  (14), 
Dinajpur  (13-3),  Pabna  (13*1),  Rangpur  (13-1),  and  Bogra  (11-7).  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year,  six  districts  recorded  slightly  increased  death 
rates,  and  in  twenty  districts  the  death  rate  declined,  the  decrease  being  most 
noticeable  in  Nadia  (from  20*2  to  16*2)  and  Jessore  (from  18*5  to  14-0). 

The  incidence  of  malaria  was  highest  in  Birbhum  although  Rajshahi 
showed  the  highest  mortality. 

The  death  rate  from  kala-azar  showed  a  slight  increase  from  -27  to  -29  per 
mille.  The  number  of  new  kala-azar  cases  admitted  for  treatment  however 
fell  from  129,539  to  121,142,  the  decrease  being  most  marked  in  the  24-Par  - 
ganas,  Jessore,  Rajshahi  and  Khulna  ;  on  the  other  hand,  Burdwan,  Dacca, 
Chittagong,  Darjeeling  and  Bogra  showed  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  such  cases. 

The  incidence  of  kala-azar  was  highest  (over  2  per  cent,  of  population)  in 
the  districts  of  Malda,  Dinajpur,  Rajshahi,  Murshidabad  and  Jessore. 

The  experiment  in  the  intensive  treatment  of  the  population  with  quinine 
and  plasmochin  which  was  initiated  in  1933  in  the  Memari  thana  of  the 
Burdwan  district  was  continued  during  the  year  under  review.  The  experi¬ 
ment  yielded  satisfactory  results,  but  as  the  year  was  one  of  unusual  drought, 
it  was  decided  to  continue  the  experiment  for  another  year. 

The  free  distribution  of  quinine  in  the  five  selected  thanas  in  Western 
Bengal  was  also  continued  during  the  year  ;  there  was,  however,  no  apprecia¬ 
ble  reduction  in  the  death  rate  from  malaria  in  these  areas. 


The  campaign  against  anopheles  ludlowii,  which  continued  to  be  a  menace 
to  Calcutta,  was  carried  on  in  co-operation  with  the  Calcutta  Corporation, 
other  local  bodies  and  some  of  the  jute  mills  interested  in  scheme  on  similar 
lines  to  those  adopted  in  1933  ;  and  although  some  new  breeding  places  were 
discovered  in  and  around  the  city,  there  was  no  outbreak  of  malaria  in  an 
epidemic  form.  Anti-mosquito  measures  were  also  undertaken  successfully 
by  the  East  Indian  and  Bengal  Nagpur  Railways  in  Lillooah  and  between 
Fuleswar  and  Uluberia. 

5.  Other  diseases. — Of  the  total  provincial  mortality,  *8  per  cent,  was 
due  to  enteric  fever.  The  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  was  9,754  during 
the  year  against  11,026  in  1933.  The  death  rate  decreased  by  15  per  cent, 
in  rural  areas  but  increased  by  2  per  cent,  in  the  urban  areas,  the  rate  in  Cal¬ 
cutta  remaining  the  same,  viz.,  0-80  per  mille. 

Dysentery  accounted  for  29,674  and  diarrhoea  for  24,273  deaths  in  1934, 
as  against  25,980  and  20,717  deaths  respectively  in  1933.  These  two  diseases 
were  responsible  for  4*6  per  cent,  of  the  total  provincial  mortality.  The 
highest  death  rate  from  dysentery  (viz.,  3-06  per  mille)  was  recorded  in 
the  district  of  Darjeeling. 

6.  Respiratory  diseases. — There  were  85,113  deaths  from  respiratory 
diseases  against  82,173  in  1933,  the  death  rate  increasing  from  1-6  to  1*7 
per  mille.  As  in  the  previous  year,  the  death  rate  was  highest  in  Calcutta  (with 
8*8  per  mille),  Jalpaiguri  (5*3),  Howrah  (3*9),  Hooghly  (3-8)  and  Darjeeling 
(3*7.)  Of  these  deaths,  41,006  (or  48-18  per  cent.)  were  from  pneumonia 
agaitist  37,337  (or  45*43  per  cent.)  in  1933.  The  death  rate  was  highest 
in  Jalpaiguri  (4*01  per  mille),  Hooghly  (2-52)  and  Calcutta  (2  *11).  Compared 
with  the  previous  year  19  districts  recorded  a  higher  rate.  The  Director 
of  Public  Health  points  out  that  since  1923  there  has  been  a  steady  increase 
:in  the  provincial  death  rate  from  pneumonia  which  deserves  notice. 

Phthisis  was  responsible  for  14,845  deaths  as  against  14,802  in  1933.  As 
in  the  previous  year  Calcutta  returned  the  highest  death  rate  (2-30  per  mille) 
followed  by  Darjeeling  (1-48). 

7.  Fairs  and  festivals. — As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  local  authorities  concerned  made  efficient  medical  and  sani¬ 
tary  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  the  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases 
at  the  Ganga  Sagar  and  the  Nangalbandha  melas,  some  private  voluntary 
organizations  contributing  not  a  little  towards  the  success  of  the  arrange¬ 
ments.  There  were  only  four  cases  of  cholera  at  Ganga  Sagar,  while  four 
cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  the  four  melas  in  the  district  of  Dacca,  including 
one  case  at  Nangalbandha. 

8.  Sanitary  works  including  water-supply. — Rupees  51,86,429  or  45*1 
per  cent,  of  the  total  receipts  (including  opening  balance)  of  municipalities 
was  spent  on  sanitary  works  during  the  financial  year  1933-34,  a  fall  of  1 
per  cent,  from  the  previous  year’s  expenditure.  The  average  expenditure 
per  head  of  municipal  population  was  Rs.  2 — 3 — 9  4/5.  Rupees  28,98,965  was 
spent  on  conservancy,  Rs.  10,90,601  on  water-supply  and  Rs.  3,50,788  on 
drainage. 

The  expenditure  of  district  boards  on  water-supply,  drainage  and  sanita¬ 
tion  remained  almost  steady  :  2*9  per  cent,  of  their  income  was  spent  on 
water-supply,  *1  per  cent  on  draikiage  and  9-9  per  cent,  on  sanitation 
(including  vaccination)  against  3*1  and  9-7  per  cent,  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  total  expenditure  of  Rs.  90,12,874  the  union  boards  spent  Rs.  5,87,857 
on  water-supply,  Rs.  68,186  on  drainage  and  Rs.  67,196  on  conservancy. 

9.  School  hygiene. — Medical  officers  visited  161  schools  and  inspected 
17,283  boys  and  319  girls,  the  corresponding  figures  in  the  previous  year 
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being  183  schools,  21,140  boys  and  550  girls.  42*5  per  cent,  of  the  pupils 
were  found  to  be  well-nourished  and  19  per  cent,  ill-nourished.  These  figures 
show  a  slight  improvement  on  the  returns  of  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  inspections  made  by  rural 
Sanitary  inspectors,  who  visited  4,865  schools,  and  inspected  147,599  pupils 
during  the  year,  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  being  4,468 
Schools  and  109,693  pupils. 

10.  Educational  propaganda. — Propaganda  work  on  public  health  was 

intensified  by  an  increased  number  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  cinema 
shows  organised  by  the  twelve  parties  engaged  for  the  purpose.  1,444  lec¬ 
tures  and  demonstrations  were  given  during  the  year  and  they  attracted 
over  18  lakhs  of  people.  An  exhibition  van,  which  was  specially  constructed 
by  Government,  toured  over  four  districts  in  the  Burdwan  Division  and  held 
59  exhibitions.  An  experimental  propaganda  through  radio  constituted  a 
novelty  of  the  year  and  proved  a  success.  .... 

11.  The  work  of  medical  inspection  of  school  children  in  Calcutta  having 
been  taken  over  by  the  Education  Department.,  the  post  of  Assistant  Director 
of  Public  Health  for  School  Hygiene  was  abolished  as  a  measure  of  retrench¬ 
ment. 

The  combined  charge  of  Dacca  and  Bajshahi  circles  under  one  Assistant 
Director  of  Public  Health  having  proved  unwieldy,  the  post  of  Assistant 
Director  of  Public  Health  for  Bajshahi  was  revived  and  the  retrenched  officer 
was  appointed  to  it. 

12.  Personal. — The  Minister  desires  to  record  his  appreciation  of  the 
active  and  loyal  services  rendered  by  Dr.  Khambata,  Director  of  Public  Health, 
and  his  subordinates  during  the  year  under  review.
